“FLESH” GAINS IN PARKS 


Wage Scale 
Sets Record 


Two types of orchestras 
named in two-year contract 
with NBC for six stations 


CHICAGO, April 27.—What is 
regarded as the first step toward 
a six-day working week and a 
five-hour day for musicians thru- 
out the country was taken Satur- 
day when a two-year contract af- 
fecting 400 musicians in six Chi- 
cago broadcasting stations was 
signed by James C. Petrillo, presi- 
dent Chicago Federation of Mu- 
siclans, and G. F. McClelland, vice-presi- 
dent and general manager National 
Broadcasting Company. In addition to 
the short working day and week, the new 
contract provides for highest wage scale 
ever paid union labor. Two types of or- 
chestras are named in contract. 

Members of a commercial orchestra 
working in conjunction with an adver- 
tising program are to receive a minimum 
scale of $150 a week for 30 hours’ work. 
Leader is to get $300 a week. Overtime

2-Week Stands for 


Mutual Next: Season 


CHICAGO, April 27.—Rotating shows 
will be the policy of the Mutual Circuit 
next season, it is learned here. The cir- 
cuit will be divided into three sections, 
eastern, central and western, and it is 
probable that certain shows will confine 
their route to each section. 

Companies will have to be up in two 
bills each, as they will stay two weeks in 
a town, changing the bill the second 
week. Various economies are to be ef- 
fected in order to keep nut as low as 
possible. Scenery and costumes used last 
season are in food order and will be 
used this year. 

It is probable the eastern section of 
the circuit will take in all territory east 
of Pittsburgh; central section from Pitts- 
burgh to Cincinnati and Detroit, and 
western section all stands west of the 
last-named cities.

Amusements Taking Form 


Airport of future promises 


to be social center similar to 


parks and beaches—necessity for creating added revenue 
seen—more than 1,800 landing stations now in U., S. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—Slowly but surely there is open- 
ing up in these United States an activity which offers opportuni- 


ties for outdoor amusements, for 


concessions of many kinds, with 


potentialities of a tremendous character. The United States Gov- 
ernment, State governments and municipalities have for several 


years now been back of a move- 
ment to extend aircraft operations 
and popularize the use of the air- 
plane. The public, up to this 
time, has seen in this expansion 
only a romantic innovation in transpor- 
tation, an opportunity offered to trans- 
port persons, mail and some smaller 
merchandise quickly. 

What the public, and the amusement 
industry, particularly, possibly has not 
sensed is that aviation will never suc- 
ceed without airports, and that airports 
of the character which are even now be- 
ing built in a few instances and which 
will eventually dot the country in all 
directions must have some source of 
revenue other than that afforded by in- 
come from commercial or other flying. 
Inquiry by a representative of The Bill- 
board at the aeronautics division, U. S. 
Department of Commerce, developed the 
fact, first, that there are now a total of 
1,808 airports in the United States. There 
are something like 15,000 cities, towns 
and villages, a vast majority of which, 
observers believe, will in time have their 
own airports, big or little. 

The aeronautics division, as well as 
substantial private organizations, have 
drafted plans now generally available for 
airports of the future, which will spell 
not only fields for landing and taking 
off, but plans for entertainment, social 
affairs, miniature golf, theatrical offer- 
ings, swimming, boating, local flying con- 
cessions, dance halls and much other in 
the way of amusements such as are now 
found at parks and beaches. Only such 
amusements as would tend to interfere 
with careful flying, taking off and land- 
ing, will be taboo. 

These opportunities for commercial 
amusement will be had not only on the 
airport property proper, but on adjoining 
territory. The future airport promises to 
be a leading social center, not alone of 
those who intend taking an air trip, but 
of those who gather for pleasure, just as 
they now go to parks, beaches and fairs. 

Already, as to the 1.800 approximately 
in existence, the question is being asked: 
How are these ports to be made profit- 
able financially? And the answer is be- 
ing made by experts, “thru the granting 
of concessions for amusements of dif- 
ferent kinds, restaurants, slot machines.”

LOUIS, April 25.—Sidney Belmont 
on Tuesday obtained contract to manage, 
direct and produce St. Louis Police Cir- 
cus again this year. Dates have not been 
set, but show will be held in October 
or November and will run for two weeks. 

Awarding of contract to Belmont again 
makes his fifth consecutive year as man- 
ager of this event.

NEW YORK, April 27.—Altho Warner 
has been negotiating for several Fox 
houses in Northern New Jersey for the 
past year, nc deal has been closed, ac- 
cording to Harry Goldberg, New Jersey 
division manager for Fox. 

Warner has been seeking to strengthen 
its position in the East and has been 
angling for choice spots that Fox is 
unwilling to let go. There were rumors 
that Fox had turned over to Warner 
rine houses in Jersey City, also the 
Terminal, Newark; Queen Anne, Bogota; 
Liberty, Elizabeth; Pascack, Westwood, 
and the Fox, Hackensack. Goldberg says 
that negotiations for a few houses are 
still going on but not for such a large 
group.

Wised-Up Actors Travel to 
Philly Instead of Waiting 


NEW YORK, April 27.—Most of the 
Philly bookers are not visiting here regu- 
larly every week as formerly. Not be- 
cause business is dropping, which is the 
case with several of them anyway, but 
due to the fact that acts are moving to 
the mountain instead of vainly trying to 
move the mountain to them. Exasper- 
ated by being forced to hop around like 
decapitated chickens on days Philly 
bookers came to Broadway to fill up 
spots for a couple of weeks, acts with 
cars are now chancing a trip to Philly, 
and calling on the bookers direct for 
what is available around the Quaker 
City. 

More performers are now cluttering up 
Philly’s offices and professional hang- 
outs than at any time this season. There 
is not enough club and theater work 
around or near the town to take care of 
even a small part of the hangers-on. 
Besides the home guards the familiar 
faces of small-time acts from here are

conspicuous among the lay-off tribe in 
Philly. Some acts say it pays for them 
to make the Philly trip bi-weekly, reach- 
ing bookers when they are not fighting 
against time and the acts also find them- 
selves in a position to fill disappoint- 
ments frequently. Because of the grow- 
ing numbers of Philly commuters among 
acts three bookers have not been here in 
that many weeks. They tell those that 
inquire of the cause that they now have 
all the material they want within reach 
in their own offices at all hours of the 
day. . 

Philly’s resident population of club 
and theater performers were wont to 
boast formerly that they had the field 
pretty much to themselves; that they 
were able to keep busy most of the year.

Minstrel Men 
In Convention 


Nation-wide revival of ‘cork 
opry’ planned—Sank elect- 
ed president of NMP&FA 


To American minstrelsy came 
the dawn of a new era last week 
at Cincinnati. Pledged to sup- 
port a clearly defined, wholly 
practical, judiciously planned pro- 
gram for placing minstrelsy back 
upon the pedestal from which it 
has fallen in recent years, the Na- 
tional Minstrel Players and Fans’ 
Association adjourned April 22 
after electing the following officers and 
directors, who are to serve for a term of 
one year: 

President, George W. (Pop) Sank, Co- 
lumbus, O., producer of home talent 
shows. 

Vice-presidents, John Shepard, Eliza- 
beth, N. J., producer and director: ex- 
officio representative of the organization 
for the Eastern region of the United 
States; Sam Griffin, San Francisco, rep- 
resentative for the western region; J. D. 
Colgrove, Denver, representative for the 
central region; Hi-Brown Bobby Burns, 
Louisville, Ky., minstrel comedian and 
theater manager, representative for the 
Southern region; Fred Kane, Bowman- 
ville, Can., representative for the Cana- 
dian division. 

Financial secretary and treasurer, Rob- 
ert Reed, Cleveland, superintendent of 
weights and measures of the city of 
Cleveland and producer and director e& 
home-talent shows. 

Corresponding secretary, Edna Smith, 
Cincinnati. 

Board of directors: The elected of- 
ficers above named and the following, 
who were appointed by the president to 
serve for one year each—R. D. Hickox, 
Cleveland; James Bonelli, Cincinnati; 
Frank (Happy) Golden, Cincinnati; John 
J. Dooley, Chicago; J. Prank Garry (of 
the firm of Sank & Garry), Columbus; 
G. C. Bradford (one of the owners and 
Managers of the new Al G. Field Min- 
strels), Cincinnati; James Daly, New 
York. 

Under the provisions of the constitu- 
tion the board of directors is the govern- 
ing body of the association and its chair- 
man is to be chosen by ahe board. 

This first national convention of the 
minstrel men’s organization was in some 
respects the most unique Cincinnati, a 
city of conventions, ever witnessed. Pro- 
fessional and business men of the city, 
accustomed to the slow-moving, long- 
winded and usually dull and prosy pro- 
cedure that marks the average conven- 
tion, saw for the first time a well-or- 
dered, smooth-running, businesslike body 
that dispatched its business without a 
waste of five minutes. Each program, 
from the opening to the close, was car- 
ried thru with the precision and speed of 
a neatly dovetailed theatrical perform- 
ance. Sessions were held in the business 
men’s assembly hall of the Sinton-St. 
Nicholas Hotel. 

So well planned was the convention 
program and so expeditiously executed 
it was found not only possible, but con- 
venient to curtail the convention's ses- 
sions to two days, altho the convention 
was originally plannee@ as a tnree-day af- 
fair. 


At tie concluding business session an 
invitation to the association to hold its 
1932 convention in the City of Toronto, 
Ont., was read. Invitation was signed 
by the mayor, the president of the city 
council and the presidents of several 
civic bodies of the Ontario metropolis. 
A majority of the delegates, however, sig- 
nified their preference for Columbus, O.

ASHTABULA, O., April 25.—In an all-day downpour, the re- 
juvenated Walter L. Main Circus, with James Heron at the helm, 
made its seasow debut here this afternoon with a matinee perform- 
ance to a house that taxed the new big top to capacity. The rain 
failed to dampen the ardor of the enterprising young showman, and 


the premiere went off without the 
slightest-deviation from the origi- 
nal program. Promptly at 2:15, 
Equestrian Director Bert Wallace 
blew his whistle, signaling the 
start of the grand entry, headed by Joe 
Clark on his frisky mount and carrying 
a large American flag. While the initial 
performance ran overly long, it will be 
gradually trimmed down until the regu- 
lation hour and a half. The show has a 
world of splendid talent, but Manager 
Heron is still not satisfied with the pro- 
gram, and within a few days will further 
augment the already large array of acts. 

There is little evidence of last season's 
Main Circus in this year’s edition. It is 
true that some of the costuming is a bit 
frayed, but the management has in mind 
some revelations in wardrobe to be added 
before the show is many days on tour.

While 
in Europe Henry got further dates for 
the Four Karreys and Myria and Desha, 
who are already playing there. 


Henry made a tieup for his foreign 
act-selling with the Universum Agency 
in France, which will look after his 
affairs from that end. He also brought 
back many blank contracts to be made 
out when he gets an okeh cable about 
an act, thus saving time in sending 
contracts back and oth. 


Vaude conditions abroad are very en- 
couraging, according to Henry. He 
stated that the houses do consistently 
big business and that American acts are 
much in demand. He advised, however, 
that they want acts that are standard 
here and not the smaller fry. Henry 
expects to make trips abroad about twice

Miss Davis, by own admission, blew up 
in lines and generally stumbled thru 
role. Peters, other half of duo, got dis- 
gusted, and words ensued in which 
Schnebbe joined. Russet! also joined in. 
Management claims that after dress re- 
hearsal there were over 20 cigaret holes 
in new dress bought for Misse Davis to 
wear in play. 

Schnebbe next day announced every- 
thing off, and went to Equity to com- 
plain about Davis. Equity, however, 
ruled entire case out of its jurisdiction 
because Davis and Peters were working 
on percentage and not under regular 
Equity contract. Nothing, therefore, was 
done. 

Rumors that Schnebbe will do show 
later*with another actress in role, but 
contract with Russell said to include 
provision that Davis and no one else will 
play pert. Toss claimed 3; 18 grand, 
which is too high.

Loew Is Preparing To Book 


Flash, Comedy Commercials 


Tieups with mercantile organizations will soon cover 
whole act-buying field—circuit will demand limiting of 
advertising plugs to trade-marked billings 


NEW YORK, April 27.—Loew is going deeper and deeper 


into the commercial booking angle. 


Altho confined now to bands 


sponsored by commercial organizations, word is out that the next 
siep, due to materialize in several weeks, will be to use flashes and 
comedy acts backed by manufacturers of nationally advertised 


products. Latest development in 
the commercial band tieups is the 
booking of Neil Golden and Her- 
bert Diamond Entertainers for 


the whole Loew Time. Golden, 
who is working in the interests of a 
jewelry establishment in upper Manhat- 
tan, starts May 16 in Yonkers, and will 
land at the State the week of May 20. 
This will represent the first booking of 
a commercial act in Loew’s ace vaude- 
filmer. 


In handling of flashes and comedy acts 
for booking under salary-sharing plans 
with commercial organizations Loew is 
reported insisting that the obvious ad- 
vertising angles be restricted in their en- 
tirety to the billing. Even in billing the 
Girect advertising plug will be only in 
the name given to the flash or the 
comedy team. While this might yet un- 
dergo a change, opinion around the office 
is that Loew will not permit mention, 
even indirectly, of products in routines 
of the acts. Commercial organizations 
have become so enthusiastic over Loew's 
encouragement of commercial bookings 
that there is no need any longer of the 
circuit devoting any effort to digging up 
prospects. 


Negotiations with the commercial firms 
are being carried on, according to report, 
by Harold A. Berg, of Oscar A. Doob’s 
publicity und exploitation staff. Charles 
C. Moskowitz, Loew’s general theater rep- 
resentative, takes no part in the pro- 
ceedings until Berg is ready to announce 
that dickering is over with terms com- 
pletely set. This gives Moskowitz room 
for comment that he is not taking an 
ageressive part in promulgating the tie- 
ups. He as well as other Loew officials 
insist, however, that Loew’s stages shall 
not take on the aspect of advertising 
exhibits, even indirectly. 


Loew's attitude still is that if a firm 
feels that it can gain an advantage from 
the advertising angle by financing a 
playable act using a plug billing, it is 
all right with the circuit so long as the 
advertising is not too obvious. Loew still 
prefers booking commercial acts with 
reps attained via broadcasting so that 
this angle might be leaned upon as an 
alibi for appearances. 


With comedy acts o. k.'d under the 
commercial tie-up scheme, Loew might 
yet play many high-salaried acts or- 
dinarily denied its lesser houses because 
of limited budgets. This applies to ex- 
travagant flashes as well. It’s a foregone 
conclusion that ambitious national ad- 
vertisers tying up with Loew in booking 
wili strive to give audiences the best 
available, working on the theory that the 
object of the move is to get audiences 
talking about the act, and unavoidably 
connecting the talk with the plug billing 
of the turn. Since the basis of most 


national advertising is to create atten- 
tion in any form and from any angle, so 
long as it is not derogatory, this proves 
to be an attractive and comparatively 
inexpensive medium for the commercial 
outfits. 


Deering in La France’s 
Spot Heading Bosch Band 


NEW YORK, April 25.—Joe La France 
has dropped out of the first Bosch Radio 
Band, and Eddie Deering, who formerly 
alternated with La France at the baton, 
becomes the permanent leader. Band 
plays two more weeks for Loew, Boston 


and Montreal weeks of May 9 and 16,° 


and then goes to Chicago for a hotel 
engagement. 

La France broke in the second Bosch 
band unit last week in Pennsylvania 
and will open it at Palisades Park this 
Saturday, with Tommy Christian as 
guest conductor.

late the moral standard of stage material and business on a general 
scale. RKO has been conscientious in its efforts to clean up its stages. 
But the very vigor with which it has been prosecuting the thankless 
job has made for the utter failure of the move. 

Joseph Plunkett and his imposing staff of lieutenants who want 
the home office to be source of all power and initiative might not 
agree, but it has been established by experience that such matters 
as censorship can be handled best by individual house managers. 
it’s a laugh to refer to RKO house executives as “showmen” when 
every vestige of initiative is gradually being taken away from them. 

As depraved an instituticn as burlesque has become in recent 
seasons, it retains at least one custom that should be borrowed by 
its ritzier colleague cn the theater map. In major burlesque censor- 
ship of lines and business is left to the discretion of the house man- 
agers. These men are inferred to know their audiences. And the 
same should go for RKO. If the circuit feels that it cannot place 
such a responsibility in the hands of its managers it’s about time a 
shakeup was in order. 

It is a sad fact, but nevertheless true, that house managers file 
most of the communications from the home office and divizional 
managers in waste baskets. Not because managers are lax or in- 
dolent, but simply because they resent carrying out every wild scheme 
concocted by button-pushing visionaries. This goes for the material 
and business “cuts” sent out by the home office. 

Charles J. Freeman has the right idea. He says that the best 
results will be achieved if less were said about censorship. We have 
a sneaking suspicion that he meant to add: “If less were done about 
censorship.” 

RKO should throw the whole censorship freight overboard. The 
matter should be made part and parcel of a house manager's daily 
routine. This will have to ‘°* done some time, but RKO should do 
it at once to avoid further embarrassment,

They 
beefed plenty to the Dows, who stood 
pat, and then finally went to M. E. 
Comerford, operator of the house. 

Comerford saw Eltinge and his agent, 
Gene Kelly, Wednesday, and told them 
to come back the next day. On their 
return they were advised that the house 
manager received an affidavit from the 
acrobatic dancer in their act, in which 
she admitted that she was new and 
breaking in. They therefore lost out in 
their demand for full salary, 


Mrs. Willets Beats 
Jessel in High Court 


NEW YORK, April 25.—George Jessel 
lost out last week in his appeal to the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
about a judgment for $559.32 held 
against him by Mrs. Louise E. Willets, 
widow of a former theatrical press agent. 
Judgment was reduced, however, to $442, 
plus costs and disbursements. 

Jessel judgment was handed down 
during Nevember of last year in the 
municipal court. Mrs. Willets alleged 
that Jessel agreed to rent her lodge in 
Lake Luzerne, Adirondacks, for June, 
1930, at a sum of $400. She claimed 
that he reneged after she had gone thru 
trouble and expense to ready the lodge 
for his tenancy.

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KO SHOULD have already learned 

from its extensive experience that 

you cannot legislate human nature. 
That it hasn’t is indicated by orders re- 
cently issued to the effect that pit 
musicians shall not be permitted to wave 
handkerchiefs and engage in other forms 
of what RKO considers undignified tom- 
foolery. Vaudeville has survived and 
threatens now to come back into robust 
health again, simply because of its very 
informality. Even RKO, in its saner 
moments, has made attempts to imbue 
its shows with that spontaneous, friendly 
spirit that is so utterly lacking in the 
de luxe cathedrals where intimacy is as 
inappropriate as a song and dance at a 
funeral. 

To remind RKO of its inconsistency in 
this matter of prohibiting pit musicians 
to co-operate with hoke acts in produc- 
ing certain effects, let us give you the 
benefit of our search in the files and 
recall the order issued not so long ago 
that musicians must not wear frozen 
pans. This order noted the indubitable 
fact that audiences are cued to a large 
extent in their response to comedy by 
the reception given it by the men in 
the pit. Musicians were then asked to 
act as if they thoroly enjoyed the show; 
and it appears as if RKO wanted their 
laughter to be loud, long and boisterous. 
Some of the punchiest bits of comedy 
pulled off in vaudefilm houses today 
enlist the co-operation of both pit 
leaders and their men. Either RKO will 
change its mind about this futile decree 
or it will repose in the ponderous 
archives of the circuit as a dead issue. 
On the other hand, in the same breath 
RKO issued an order that should be 
received cordially by thinking persons. 
This one made it plain to agents that 
any damage done to orchestra property 
by falls into the pit and the like must 
be paid for by the offending acts. It 
is an ill wind that blows no good. 


OT A SINGLE one of the out- 

fronters could detect it, byt this 

does not make it any less a fact that 
Phil Baker was several times on the 
verge of a collapse on this third week 
as m. c. at the Palace, New York, last 
week. It looks easy from out front, but 
anybody who has played the ace house 
recently knows the strain placed on an 
individual of giving the sock-hungry 
audiences something new every week. 
Baker is fully entitled to his lately 
earned moniker of Palace Master of 
Ceremonies. He has not only achieved 
the distinction of being the outstanding 
personality in major vaudeville today, 
but thru his unselfish efforts to build up 
other acts has claimed the love and 
admiration of all who have worked with 
him. It is a pity that vaudeville today 
is still so neglected by picture-minded 
theater executives that house budgets do 
not permit an artist of his caliber to 
take his bag and baggage all over the 
country. As- beautiful as the display 
Might be in a showcase on Broadway, it 
does not help the situation any in the 
sticks. And out in the hinterlands is 
where the real shows are needed.

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tries now to pull a fast one on an RKO 
agent the trade will hear about it, the 
offending booker most certainly will, and 
there might be a resounding echo of the 
incident in the offices of the License 
Department. Most of the evils long re- 
siding in the indie field issue from the 
lack of backbone on the part of victim- 
ized agents and performers; fearing al- 
ways that an expose would put them in 
bad. RKO agents have a little some- 
thing to fall back upon on the Sixth 
Floor, and when there is squawking to 
be done leave it to them. They’re past 
masters at this art.

Reported Bloom Office Will 
Buy Outside Acts for Roxy 


NEW YORK, April 27.—Outside acts in 
the current show at the Roxy, Circus 
Days, are the first batch to be booked in 
their entirety by the Fanchon & Marco 
office, with Mike Marco and Phil Bloom 
doing the buying. They will continue 
booking the theater for the next five or 
six weeks, or until] Leonidoff, production 
supervisor, returns from a visit at the 
F. & M. Coast headquarters. 

Novelty acts bought by Marco and 
Bloom for this week’s show are the Seven 
Gordonians, Red Donahue and Pal, Nel- 
son’s Elephants, Bee Starr, Norman 
Brothers, and Bengke and his Golden 
Horse. Circus Days costs less than the 
average Roxy presentation. 

It is reported that eventually the ex- 
tra acts for the Roxy shows will be 
booked by the F. & M. office instead of 
at the theater by Leonidoff as has been 
the case in the past. Leonidoff, unfa- 
miliar with most vaudeville acts suitable 
to play the house, finds it necessary to 


hold auditions before selecting turns 
necessary to bolster the theater’s set en- 
semble, ballet corps and chorus. 


Leonidoff has often met with difficul- 
ties and lost out with certain acts due 
to their unwillingness to give auditions 
after many years in vaudeville, or be- 
cause of the expense in moving their 
props to the theater to show for the 
producer. 


This could easily be eliminated with 
Phil Bloom and Jesse Kay, F. & M. book- 
ing manager and booker respectively, do- 
ing the buying for the house, both men 
being long in the field and knowing the 
capabilities of most standard acts around 
and which are suited for the big theater. 


Burden of attending auditions and 
picking from those acts showing up 
would then be lifted from Leonidoff’s 
shoulders. He would be required only 
to notify Bloom as to the type of acts 
wanted for each presentation. 


The project has the whole-hearted approval of President 


Hiram S. Brown, and was given 
the o. k. of General Manager 
Joseph K. Plunkett before he 
started on his European trip sev- 
eral weeks ago. It amounts gen- 
erally to an abbreviation of the idea of 
the managers’ school inaugurated by 
Publix some seasons ago. 

E. M. Glucksman, director of theaters 
for RKO, is in charge of the scheme, 
which will materialize early in June. Kay 
Hansen, formerly with Publix in a simi- 
lar capacity and now on a roving mis- 
sion under Ben Serkowich concerned 
with “special sales promotion,” will run 
the so-called school. The course will 
occupy three weeks, and those selected 
to take it will be given an insight into 
every department of the home office and 
even certain of RKO's affiliated com- 
panies. 

While the impression around is that 
the young timber selected to take the 
Managers’ Development Course is being 
selected almost entirely from the batch 
of Washington University graduates re- 
cently taken into the organization as 
student managers, this is not so, accord. 
ing to circuit officials. About 20 can- 
didates for theater executive jobs will 
take the first course. Of this number 
probably less than half will be alumni 
of Washington University, Brown's alma 
mater. The rest will be graduates of 
other colleges and promising youths se- 
lected from service staffs of RKO houses 
all over the country. 

In picking non-collegiate youths from 
the ranks to take the course a system 
similar to that pursued in selecting West 
Point candidates will be in force. The 
13 divisional managers, functioning 
analagous to Congressmen, are being 
asked to make recommendations after a 
survey of their territories. Unless it is 
decided to start with a larger class than 
is now planned, each division will fur- 
nish a man. In replies to the question- 
naire sent out to the various divisions 
on the matter, however, several divisional 
managers have already indicated that 
those who might ordinarily be suited to 
take the course are doing so well in their 
jobs as to preclude any consideration of 
taking them out for the training course.

Being Forced 


To Finance National Tieups 


RKO’s exploitation department makes actors pay for 
exploitation stills—circuit must pay for film stills, how- 
ever—photos are of no use to acts after finishing dates 


NEW YORK, April 27.—RKO’s latest methods of exploiting 
vaudeville acts, the plans of one mind who brooks no advice or sug- 
gestions, is costing performers money in instances where they never 
paid it before and should not, if the manner of exploiting films is 
taken into consideration, be forced to stand the extra expense now. 


Along with the headaches being 
given acts by the head of RKO’s 
vaudeville exploitation depart- 
ment on billing and photo posing 
alorg his own lines, performers 
are also practically forced to pose and 
pay for exploitation stills to be tied up 
with national advertisers. They get a 
song and dance on how much good the 
tieups will do them when they are on 
the road, but they are not told that tie- 
ups are not always effected with local 
dealers of the nationally advertised 
products featured in the photos. 

Nor are artists informed that RKO 
pays for the exploitation stills on films 
it plays. Average price for these is about 
8 cents a photo. Smart performers are 
beginning to ask of themselves and of 
others why RKO does not pay for vaude- 
ville exploitation stills, or have the na- 
tional advertisers pay for them, when 
picture stills of that nature are paid for 
by the circuit. Strange phase of the en- 
tire mess is that the present head of the 
exploitation department was formerly 
and strictly a picture exploiteer. 


Last week’s issue of The Voice of RKO, 
the circuit’s house organ, carried a box 
warning managers not to use the ex- 
ploitation photos for lobby displays. If 
not for this edict the circuit's lobbies 
would have probably been advertising 
Toledo Scales, Campbell's Soup, Victor 
Radios, etc., by now. — 

Exploitation stills are useless for pub- 
licity purposes. Also useless to perform- 
ers once they complete playing for RKO 
and away from the circuit’s tieup ar- 
rangements with the national advertisers. 


Mayor Mackey Uses Vaude 
To Hearten Philly Jobless 


PHILADELPHIA, April 25. — Mayor 
Harry A. Mackey’s yen for vaude is 
‘making itself felt in this town’s efforts 
to ease the cares of the jobless. For 
weeks now a Friday evening vaude show 
has been given in the recreation hall of 
the Shelter for the Homeless. Programs 
usually run to 12 acts backed up by a 
stage band. Acts are furnished by the 
Philadelphia Club Entertainers’ Associa- 
tion, working in conjunction with the 
mayor’s relief committee, in which 
Charles B. Helms heads the department 
of entertainments and expositions. Eddie 
Malle is the weekly m.c. Programs are 
broadcast over Station WPEN. 

Mayor Mackey attends the shows and 
talks to the average of 2,800 unemployed 
men who attend. The unfortunates are 
given two cigarets and a cigar. 


Ingenious Jimmy 


NEW YORK, April 25. — Back 
from a long F. & M. route this 
week, Jimmy Lyons had an idea for 
a new act in his bonnet, but was 
hard put to get Charley Allen’s ear 
for a minute to explain it to him. 
After several unsuccessful attempts 
in Allen’s busy office, Jimmy spied 
the agent in front of the Palace, 
steered him into a cab and ordered 
the driver to make for Central Park 
and keep on riding. It cost Jimmy 
$4 on the clock, but now Allen 
knows al! about hi: act. 


Command Show May 


Have American Acts 


@ONDON, April 18.—It is officially an- 
nounced that a Royal Vaudeville Per- 
formance will be presented before Their 
Majesties, the King and Queen of Eng- 
land, at the Palladium May 11. 

Committee appointed to run this 
memorable event, the llth of its kind, 
comprises Harry Marlow, organizer of the 
Variety Artists’ Benevolent Fund; Walter 
Payne, a well-known power in vaude, and 
George Black, director of the Palladium. 
They will submit suggested programs to 
the Lord Chancellor for royal approval. 

To be chosen to appear on such an 
occasion is the greatest honor that can 
be accorded to any vaude performer. 

As usual, a controversy is raging as 
to whether the program shall be all- 
British or international, but it is prac- 
tically certain that at least three Ameri- 
can acts will be in the program. Ameri- 
can acts that have been mentioned as 
probable starters are Sophie Tucker, 
Carlos and Chita (adagio dancers now in 
Cochran's Evergreen), Derickson and 
Brown, Rose Perfect and Mae Wynn and 
Buddy. 

Last year, at the similar show at the 
Palladium, Toto; Howell, Harger and 
Naldi; Chilton and Thomas, Odali 
Careno and Julian Rose represented 
American vaude. Other American artists 
who appeared in former years were 
Kharum, Trix Sisters, Charles T. Aldrich, 
Little Pippifax, Sam Barton and the 
Marimba Band. 

Royal performances given in the years 
1921, 1925, 1926 and ,1927 were all- 
British and entirely without foreign 
representation.

NEW HAVEN, April 25.—At a meeting 
here Of Fox house managers of the New 
England territory this week it was 
agreed to keep using Fanchon & Mafco 
Ideas thruout the summer rather than 
“cheap vaude.” Herschel Stuart, New 
England division head, urged the man- 
agers to exploit the Ideas more heavily 
and give them complete billing in news- 
paper ads. 

F. & M. units are known to be cheaper 
than Publix or Loew presentations and 
play thru the summer without any cuts 
in cast or production. Most of the New 
England houses are former Poli vaude- 
filmers and it is significant that Fox is 
now relying wholly on F. & M. units in 
these former strong vaude spots. 

A ruiing was reported passed that any 
rmousician caught talking to a line girl 
would be given his two weeks’ notice 
and that a fine of $25 would be imposed 


on any musician driving a line girl or 
a feminine principal to and from the 
theater. Order is in line with moves by 
other presentation circuits in protecting 
the line girls, who are mostly of tender 
ages. 


Stuart met the persistent rumors that 
Fox and Warner would merge in theater 
operation by telling the managers not 
to be upset over any rumors that they 
may hear, such as Warner taking over 
Fox, etc., and that if there were any 
circuit merging Fox would be the oper- 
ator. 


Managers were warned against un- 
necessary expenditures and asked to cut 
their operating costs down to the bone, 
especiaily thru the summer. The Fox- 
Poli, Hartford, manager asked for an 
okeh to drop tfie house m. c. after Deco- 
ration Day. 


RKO Opening 
4. Big Houses 


Locations are in Denver, 
Davenport, Schenectady, 
Albany=—ready by October 


NEW YORK, April 27.—By 
next fall four new RKO houses 
will be opened. Located in Den- 
ver, Davenport (Ia.), Schenectady 
and Albany. With the exception 
of Denver, now without RKO 


‘representation, the houses under 


construction might not add to the 
circuit’s playing time. The Den- 
ver house, which is tentatively 
set for an October 15 opening, will un- 
doubtedly fall into the intact route. 

The Davenport house now operating is 
on Willie Berger’s books, while Schenec- 
tady and Albany are booked by Harry 
Kalcheim. No policies are set for the 
three houses, but likely that vaudefilms 
will be transferred to the new stands, the 
present ones taking on all-film grinds. 
Openings for these will be between Labor 
Day and October 1. 

Albany house being constructed will 
seat 3,700, and the others will average 
2,800 capacity.

He has made an 
affiliation with the Thomas Fitzpatrick 
office, RKO agency, and his first pro- 
duction effort is a new act written by 
Jimmy Conlin for Maude Powers ahd 
Vernon Wallace. 


Richard, Wiener Connect

Itineraries confidential— 
responsible to Hodgdon— 
on lookout for houses, too

NEW YORK, April 25.— 
RKO’s four “company man- 
agers” or inspectors, Fred De- 
Bondy, Norman E. Manwaring, 
Aaron Kessler and Jack Dempsey, 
went on the job today in their ca- 
pacity as front and back checkers 
on the circuit’s vaudeville shows 
and theaters. All, except Man- 
waring, took to the road. He will 


do an eight-week checkup on the houses 
in this vicinity before going out of town. 


DeBondy’s route will carry him thru 
the South, Southwest, Coast and back 
thru the North. Kessler starts in Chi- 
cago for a checkup of the Midwest, and 
Dempsey will tour New England, starting 
in Albany. 


Their exact itineraries are being con- 
cealed from house managers and acts 
along the route, the intention being to 
make their visits of inspection a sur- 
prise. How long they will remain in each 
town rests with the situations they will 
find. 

All this week the men received instruc. 
tions from Ray Hodgdon, Charles J. Pree- 
man’s assistant, and under whose super- 
vision they are, and the theater operating 
department. They were also given a spiel 
on lighting, etc. on Wednesday by 
Janette Hackett, the circuit’s vaudeville 
embellisher 

Aside from checking on the vaude- 
flmers, the newly selected company 
managers from the agent ranks will also 
visit those towns on their route that 
formerly played vaudeville but are now 
in straight pictures. They will report 
on the possibilities of those theaters re- 
suming with “flesh.” In the event they 
run across an indie operator showing 
signs of being vaudeville-minded, the 
company managers will be permitted to 
open negotiations for him to take RKO 
vaudeville and then communicate with 
Hodgdon, who will put one of the regu- 
lar theater scouts on the trail. 


The checkers will file their reports on 
the vaudeville shows and the theaters to 
Ray Hodgden, who will assign the dif- 
ferent phases of them to the depart- 
ments they concern. 


With all of the intacts now arranged 
so that they can run either 45 or 60 
minutes, according to the wants of the 
different theaters, the company managers 
will not be concerned with cutting or 
adding to the unit bills. The setting of 
short and long routines for Sam Tish- 
man’s shows came about when it was 
found that neither house managers or 
acts knew what was appropriate to cut 
or add. 

fhe inspectors will, however, be con- 
cerned with censorship, and have re- 
ceived a complete list of “cuts” in the 
material of acts now playing for the cir- 
cuit. They are to see to it that none 
of these cuts are violated, and are also 
vested with the authority to exercise 
censorship on any new material an act 
may have added since leaving New York. 


In the event that an act refuses to 
Obey orders and listen to reason, the 
company Managers can cancel on the 
spot.

Stantone emitted a yell 
she could have been released quick- 
ly before sustaining injuries, but 
the house would have surely been 
thrown into a panic. 

With the mangled limb bleedly 
profusely and suffering painful body 
bruises, Mme. Stantone was rushed 
to a hospital, and later removed to 
her suite at the Hotel Lincoln. The 
Mercedes act was the only “flesh” 
attraction in the show and Mme. 
Stantone worked in the pit, accord- 
ing to report, in order to avoid em- 
ployment of stagehands, 

Physicians are not permitting 
anybody to visit her. While she 
may not retire from the stage, work 
for the remainder of the season is 
out of the question.

Varied Indie Reactions to

RKO Lifti 

NEW YORK, April 27.—RKO's official 
approval of its agents trading on the 
outside has been met by the indie sales- 
men with mixed feelings. Some of the 
indies claim that the move means noth- 
ing because RKO agents have been doing 
undercover outside selling right along. 
Others are worried and feel that it means 
the death of the smaller indie boys, es- 
pecially those barely making a living 
now. . 
Indie agents point out that RKO 
agents cannot afford to hang around 
indie booking agencies for hours to book 
coffee-and-cake dates and that smaller 
bookings will have to be left to the indie 
boys. RKO agents, however, will prob- 
ably send out their associates to pick up 
these lesser bookings, and in this expan- 
sion, may have to take on some of the 
indie salesmen forced out by the up- 
heaval. In this wav, the same agents 
may remain in the business, except that

they will be realigned with bigger of- 
fices. 


The belief is growing among indie 
salesmen that RKO’s simultaneous moves 
of scouting for junior houses and per- 
mitting outside trading constituted a 
well-planned scheme. Theoretically, RKO 
agents will sell acts to indie bookers at 
the same salaries that RKO gives. Indie 
house operators will soon awaken to the 
fact that they are getting RKO acts at 
the same prices as RKO, but without the 
RKO label. It would then be logical for 
the indie houses to switch to the RKO 
junior vaudeville books and get the same 
acts at the same salaries and with the 
benefit of using the name, “RKO Junior 
Vaudeville.” RKO’s offer to supply Ra- 
dio and RKQ-Pathe pictures along with 
the vaudeville is another inducement to 


the indie operators, who are crying for 
good films. 


and not send any of its combo 
theaters into straight picture 
policies. This presents a different 
situation from what existed last 
year at this time, when all of the 
circuits dropped heavily and Fox wiped 
its books clean in the city limits. The 
latter circuit at that time, however, 
pulled vaudeville out mainly because of 
labor troubles. 

According to the latest word from 
RKO’s theater operating department the 
circuit will only drop four weeks of 
vaudeville for the summer, with all of 
the spots scheduled to resume in the fall. 
These are the _ split-week houses in 
Schenectady and Troy; the Capitol, 
Union City; the 81st Street; Geneva and 
Lockport, one and three-day indie stands 
respectively, and the Palace, Fort Wayne, 
and the Orpheum, Memphis, on Wiilie 
Berger’sbooks. All will go straight picturés 
May 2, excepting Memphis, which bows 
out May 14. Another week and u half 
to be dropped is not considered as in line 
with the summer policy. These involve 
the 58th Street, which goes straight pic- 
tures on May 2 for reasons of economy, 
and the four Publix towns recently added 
to the intact route, Shreveport, Monroe, 
Vicksburg and Baton Rouge. The last 
show opens in Shreveport May 2 and 
closes in Baton Rouge May 9. The Publix 
spots tame between New Orleans and At. 
lanta, with Publix pulling the vaudeville 
also because of economic reasons. 


Whether RKO will confine itself to just 
these closings when the weather really 
gets warm is a question. It was stated 
by the operating department that the 
intact time will remain as is after the 
Publix houses go out, but an inside re- 
port has it that Tacoma may also go cut 
for the summer. 

Loew, according to Charles C, Mos- 
kowitz, has made no plans to drop vaude- 
ville during May, June, July and August 
in any of its vaudefilmers. The circuit 
will make a decision only after the hot 
weather really sets in and a line can be 
drawn on business conditions. Last sum- 
mer only one Loew house dropped purely 
because of a summer policy. This was 
Loew’s Yonkers. The many others that 
pulled vaudeville at that time did so be- 
cause the circuit figured they could do 
just as good, if not better, business with 
straight pictures. 

Warner will drop about two weeks of 
its present curtailed vaudeville time. It 
has not, however, been definitely set 
which houses will go all-film for the

When a girl, in re- 
vealing tights, is permitted to mingle in 
the audience, kissing and brushing up 
against men, it is time to call a halt. 
Children wonder at this; the morons love 
it, but every intelligent person will re- 
sent it. There is no doubt that the 
Guinan act will drag them in, and there 
is less doubt that it will drag everything 
down that the State may have built up 
since N. T. G. and his mob played there. 
Paul Nolan opened with 10 minutes of 
juggling that was meat for the children 
in the house, and walked off to a neat 
hand despite his comedy attempts falling 
flat. A girl prop-handler is in his assist.

Except for an overbalance of dancing and tumbling, these appear- 
ing in some form in every spot, save one, the show represents a good booking job. 
Helen Morgan stands, or rather sits, alone as not exploiting dancing or tumbling, 
which gives her at least one opportunity to grab some form of recognition.

KITTY DONER is on display in the showcase with her new act, which many 
might declare the best she has ever done, The pants-wearing lady outdoes herself 
many times over in this cleverly produced offering, with corking material served 
up by Frank Weldon, her pianist, who works in the pit, and Herb Magidson. A 
few minutes lopped off and this act should be surefire for any class audience in 
the country. Kitty gets in some beauteous stepping and a gem of a takeoff on a 
candied old fogey. An unbilled blonde delivered a warble as a wait filler and 
does it well enough to merit program recognition. Kitty flirted with lumbago 
making the bends. 

DAVE SCHOOLER AND JUNE CARR swept the audience off its feet with a 
repeat of the act they did here some weeks ago. Individually and as a pulse- 
raising pair they represent the youth, cleverness and speed that vaudeville is 
alleged to have been seeking ever since the cry for “new faces” was raised a few 
seasons back. A smash on their debut, on this occasion the pair were a mild 
riot. The reception given their knockabout finale shook the house to its founda- 
tions. RKO should hold on to them by hook and crook. 

BERT LAHR was recruited for a repeat of his routine after two weeks and the 
swell job he did acquitted the good judgment of the Sixth Floor, even if exercised 
under compulsion.

And Shannon is the one who 
filled that role in Hold Everything. So popular is Lahr here that virtually the 
whole house laughed in ensemble at every quip. Like a very efficient claque. The 
parting hand was loud and long. 

HELEN MORGAN opened intermission, and did well, but at no time was 
there any danger of the pale-faced beaut stopping the show. She did four songs 
listlessly, and even more so than usual. The German number from Sweet Adeline 
made the best impression on us. More than anybody else on the bill, Miss Morgan 
needed a Phil Baker to give her a buildup and sendoff. Reception was fair. 

JOE LAURIE JR. is billed by RKO’s exploitation experts as Uncle Joe Laurie 
Jr., which might or might not be a smart thing to do.

HENRY BUSSE AND HIS NEW YORKER ORCHESTRA worked against odds in 
the closing spot, but came thru and held them in.

Man, in hobo makeup, does some clever 
comedy cycling, while the girl does 
straight trick stuff. A fast close as a 
team sent them off to a good hand. 

Nina Mae McKinney, colored “name” 
because of her work in Hallelujah, is 
weak in a skit assisted by a pianist and 
a boy tenor. She manages to get a fair 
hand by winding up with a warm hip- 
and-shoulder wiggle, but she fails to 
hold interest thruout. Her personality 
fails to make an impression. 

Nat (Chic) Haines and Company fol- 
low and provide a Sparkling session of 
crossfire, song-and-dance and comedy 
situations. Domestic skit gives the ro- 
tund Haines plenty of opportunity for 
gagging and mugging. His engaging per- 
sonality and good comedy material put 
the act over in a strong way. 

Dave Harris and Frankie do well with 
their burlesque of magic. Harris at- 
tempts illusions, while Frankie, a pale- 
faced stooge, clumsily exposes them. This 
idea is worked consistently and gets 
generous laugh response. Harris is a 
suave and polished entertainer and uses 
Frankie’s sap appearance as the butt of 
jibes. 

Dave Harris’ Varieties closes. Harris 
plays several instruments and is emsee 
for his troupe of six. Pam and Peggy 
Garvin’s doll dance is novel, while the 
boy team dances well. Frankie weaves 
in and out of the revue in freak make- 
up and costumes, and a looker contrib- 
utes neat dancing. Flash went over 
nicely.

(Reviewed at the Chester, Bronz,

This unit has something most in the 
past were lacking in, namely women, 
with nine of this gender to five of the 
opposite in the cast. If nothing else, 
this condition will give the women- 
starved houses along the RKO route a 
break. It is a well-balanced layout that 
finishes exceptionally strong and smart 
with George Burns and Grace Allen the 
headliners. They alone make the pop. 
price of admission worth while. Show 
here ran 53 minutes. If any stretching 
has to be done, it should be assigned to 
the comedy team. Rest of the acts click 
as they are, but wouldn't if lengthened. 
Business fair here with Woman Hungry 
on the screen. 

Zelda Brothers open with their excel- 
lent contortion work on the boards and 
a trapeze, and finale with one of the 
pair doing a back-bend drop off a high 
stand, picking a handkerchief off a table 
with his teeth on the way down. Missed 
twice this time and did not try again. 

Frank Conville ran thru a 14-minute 
session of hoke with assistance from the 
looker, Sunny Dale, before the flash half 
of his combo act, Carrying On, came on 
for a similar period of time. Grad, Raf- 
erty and Doris are featured on one of 
the stage cards during the flash portion, 
with one of the boys of the trio the big- 
eared stooge who comes out of the audi- 
ence for a dance during Conville’s first 
period. Little comedian hokes during 
the dancing and singing of fhe much im- 
proved Carrying On cast of seven girls 
and two boys, and he often detracts at- 
tention from them when it shouldn't be. 
Six-girl ensemble does an effective bit 
on a web, with all of them in one-piece 
white and revealing tights. Conville’s 
Chaplin makeup and costume is good. 
Combo turn show-stopped. 

George Burns and Grace Allen could 
have stayed on forever, but called it 
quits after 17 minutes of their corking 
dumb Dora crossfire. Their material and 
delivery is as suited for the neighbor- 
hoods as it is for the Palace, and they 
are strong favorites at the latter spot.

Peters and LeBuff (males) proved a 
good helloer in their trampoline, hori- 
zontal bar and casting routine. They 
are skillful performers and employ clever 
stunts, which served to get them a big 
hand. 

Martha Ray deuced and fared mildly. 
She does an all-singing act, aided by a 
male pianist, and it does not mean much 
because of lengthy arrangements, poor 
voice handling and lack of a personable 
delivery. Her voice has volume and is 
of a blues caliber. 

Tommy Van, formerly teamed -with 
Sarah Vernon, followed in a new hoke 
act, with a mixed team assisting. Not 
many laughs afforded. Material is not 
strong and the act has not been put 
together properly. Van shows up fairly 
and the mixed duo support well. They 
got a fair hand. 

Swan and Lewis Revue failed to get 
the bill out of the rut until the standard 
bearers came on toward the close of the 
21-minute running time. Sam Swan 
and Ben Lewis picked it up then with 
sock hoofing. Rest of the act, done by 
seven girls and a boy, is very slow and 
lacks sufficient punch. 

Burt and Lehman were a relief with 
their all-comedy routine and got it across 
to heavy returns. These boys use lots of 
good gags, altho a few old ones creep in 
occasionally, and Burt, the comedian, 
smacks them over with telling effect. 
Lehman does a fair job as a warbling 
straight. 

Ben Blue, aided by Lynn Doree, socked 
in the closing position. He got an 
entrance hand and a prolonged sendoff, 
with a steady flow of hearty laughs in 
between. He is a sock comedian and 
Miss Doree is plenty helpful.

Act is not preten- 
tious in scenery or costumes, but relies 
wholly on sock specialties. 

Micky Gifford and Company are the 
bright spot of the bill. Gifford is a lik- 
able comedian who warbles nicely and 
handles the comedy situations well. A 
redheaded looker helps with leg display 
and a bit of singing, while a stooge sup- 
plies most of the laughs by being mauled 
by Gifford. A fake ventriloquy bit, with 
the stooge as-dummy, was a good close.

The Great Huber ran thru a corking 
and trimmed magical routine for some 
worth-while entertainment. Cutting of 
his act was probably necessary due to 
the contest. Huber, assisted by four 
blond lookers in gam-display costumes, 
shows enough to merit a bigger produc- 
tion act. He does a three-second trunk 
escape and switch for his closer and it 
is excellent. 

Jim McDonald scored the one and 
only show-stop with three harmonizing 
stooges and a knockabout hoofer in his 
a$sist.

Marx 
chain of houses is heavily booked ahead 
for months and, in addition, unable to 
pay standard salaries in its other houses 
besides the Scala. 

Several big acts are taking out road 
shows and are playing on percentage in 
the provinces, where business is worse 
than in Berlin due to the unemployment 
crisis. Liebich, Breslau, closed perma- 
nently a few days ago with a deficit 
of more than $75,000. Liebich was one 
of the best vaudeville houses for the last 
30 years, and has played most every 
American act that came to Europe. 

American acts in town now are Al 
Trahan, Drena Beach, Moore and Revel, 
Barbara La May and Al and Val Reno. 

Eddie Polo is with the Rigoletto 
Brothers’ road show, currently at Rotter- 
dam.. All Berlin vaudeville houses, the 
Scala, Wintergarten and the Plaza, will 
keep open thru the summer. Next 
summer the Scala will close for a few 
months for renovations. 


GTC Will Operate 
Alhambra, Paris 


LONDON, April 18.—General Theaters 
Corporation, under the direction of 
George Black and Val Parnell, will re- 
open the Alhambra, Paris, in May, as a 
class vaude theater. 

Acts booked by the GTC for ‘English 
appearances will, if suitable, be booked 
into the Alhambra, Paris, for a two or 
three-week stay.

One divisional manager is said to have 
suggested that the logical candidates in 
his territory can make better progress 
staying where they are. 

When the class starts in June the 
various departments with which they will 
make contacts thru Hansen will be ready 
to give them the meat of practical 
knowledge in the Shortest possible time. 
The RKO “career men” will spend their 
mornings at the RCA Photophone studios 
and laboratories to get technical angles 
on sound ond projection. Considerable 
time will be spent observing in the 
vaudeville and film booking departments; 
also at rehearsals at the Palace and in 
what are considered RKO’s model vaude. 
filmers here. ! Milton Schwarzwald, in 
charge of the circuit’s music and radio 
broadcasting departments, will take the 
student managers in hand for pointers 
on the work of these branches. The 
course will be intensive from every angle. 
Nights will be spent in circuit theaters. 

After the completion of the course, 
Plunkett, Blumberg and Glucksman will 
consider the matter of reassigning the 
men. An !ndication of the extreme care 
to be exercised in giving the promising 
youths every advantage of technical 
knowledge is the plan to have them 
spend some time with Assistant General 
Manager Major L. E. Thompson, one of 
Plunkett’s three lieutenants.

The operatofs of these houses 
give very little advance notice and 
usually start dropping wholesale at the 
first sign of real hot weather and falling 
grosses. 


RKO is reported to be considering the 
future policies for some of the circuit's 
older houses in the metropolitan area 
that were formerly vaudefilmers, but now 
in straight pictures. There is the possi- 
bility that they will resume next fall as 
low-budgeted combo theaters and mainly 
for break-in purposes.

Singing three.old songs and an over- 
done semi-classical piece, On the Road 
to Mandalay, George Dewey Washington's 
first bid in vaude was none too forte. 
With a change of repertoire, however, he 
should work steadily and everywhere. 

The sepian baritone affects the same 
vagabond dress and colorful mannerisms 
that he used when playing the Publix 
picture houses. He has lost none of his 
tonal and showmanly qualities, and 
vaude can use him in a correctly set act. 

He sings Chloe, Seng of the Fool and 
When Kentucky Bids the World Good 
Morning in order, and uses Mandalay for 
the closer. Before singing the latter, he 
stated that it is every baritone’s ambi- 
tion to sing the Kipling classic. He for- 
got, tho, to mention that every baritone 
and bass singer does sing it.

Circuit Review 


Mirth Parade 


(Reviewed Tuesday Evening, April 21, at 
the Star, Brooklyn) 


This one fs the weakest of a batch of 
weak sisters of Mutual’s late-season 
rotary rigmarole caught thus far. 
Trouble lies in weakness of the book. 
And there’s plenty to beef about in the 
lack of properly routined ensemble num- 
bers. Bimbo Davis, Rags Ragland and 
Lew Costello are on the comedy staff. 
Boys are not bad, and this Ragland chap 
sometimes very good, but their combined 
efforts don’t get them very far. Not 
enough contrast between Davis and 
Costello, and what makes it worse these 
boys are called upon to do a number of 
scenes together. | 

The Star has not gone in for any of 
its own augmenting for this show. This 
failure on the part of Sam Raymond 
makes the final effort look pretty ter- 
rible. Even the dirt is not handled with 
any kind of finesse. Old familiars 
among the scenes are not interpreted 
with the slightest twist of originality. 

Gertie Reed end Nora Ford are the 
stripping soubs. and fit the bill. Miss 
Reed does several dances and is par- 
ticularly appealing in a high-kicking bit 
used as a prelude to the art poses in the 
first half. Pearl Kay is a dancing soub. 
with a tolerable amount of personality, 
and Patricia Kelly is the show's ingenue. 
She’s a redhead and knows her stuff. 
Girl principals don’t show off to any 
advantage in scenes, but then again the 
book-producing job might be just as 
much to blame. 

Harry Beasley is the straight and Ray 
Parson the warbling juve. Both boys 
work hard and almost always to good 
results. Yvonne Milford, a hefty strip- 
per, was booked in here as an added at- 
traction. Yvonne is a standout in her 
work. Being booked the last minute, 
she had to go under the outside billing 
of “Snookie,” meant for Snookie Woods, 
who disappointed. 

While miscast in most of his comedy 
bits, Costello rang up a show-stop at 
this catching with a sob ballad. Lew is 
almost all there. He needs somebody to 
give him the work that best fits his 
indubitable talents. Ragland has the 
real goods for something big, and out- 
side of the pale of burlesque. In years 
we have not caught a low comedian who 
knows how to use his hands to better 
effect than this lanky boy. His eccentric 
dance was one of the bright spots in an 
otherwise dull display in the first half. 

Dwelling more in detail on the ensem- 
ble, the 16 coryphees assembled for this 
unit are not bad to look at in repose. 
But the only time they repose is in the 
art number. And this is not so hot in 
staging. Their routines are uninterest- 
ing and execution is blah. It is no 
wonder that they make less appearances 
than the ordinary line. Business was 
pretty fair here for a Monday night. 
Besides, so far as we were able to deter- 
mine the fleet was out. SUGAR.

Relief group is charged with using name of Henry Hull 
and Actors’ Fund without permission—fake phone calls 
bring protest—another benefit permit refused 


NEW YORK, April 25.— Jobless Actors’ Emergency Relief 
came in for more trouble this week after using Henry Hull’s name to 
solicit contributions from women listed in “The Social Register.” 
Hull received a check from Mrs. Christopher Wyatt, of 13 Lexing- 
ton avenue, with note stating that she would be unable to take a 


table at Actors’ benefit, but ask- 
ing him to accept a contribution. 
Mrs. Eugene Coleman Savage 
and Mrs. Frederic N. Watriss 


were called by telephone by a 
man who stated he was Henry Hull and 
purporting to come on behalf of Jobless 
Actors’ Emergency Relief. 

Hull notified the Actors’ Fund, and 
Robert Campbell, secretary of the or- 
ganization, sent the following letter to 
Jobless Actors’ Emergency Relief: 

“Henry Hull telephoned yesterday 
and stated that his name had been used 
by you in connection with the solicita- 
tion of funds for your organization and 
that his informant advised him that you 
had used the name ofthe Actors’ Fund 
of America in the same connection. 

“If you have used our name, we wish 
to advise you, forthwith to desist and 
refrain from so doing. 

““We never authorized you or Samuel 
E. Johnson or Major Edith Ward to use 
our name for that purpose, nor to as- 
sociate our name with your movement, 
nor to use our name in connection with 
the solicitation of funds. 

“Will you kindly acknowledge receipt 
of this letter and advise us that our 
name is not being used and will not be 
used by you in approaching anyone in 
an effort to solicit or obtain contribu- 
tions. of funds for your movement?” 
Signed, Robert Campbell, secretary. 

A letter from Daniel Frohman, head of 
the Actors’ Fund, inquiring what Emer- 
gency Relief proposed to do, went 
ignored, and the Fund last week re- 
quested a police investigation. 

James W. Kelly, Deputy Commissioner 
of Public Welfare, refused the organiza- 
tion a permit to hold benefit for second 
time this week.

Plagiary Lass Is Burned 
By Judge Who Raves Nathan 


NEW YORK, April 25. — Unfounded 
plagiarism suits received severe setback 
in Federal Court here this week, when 
Judge John M. Woolsey ordered Georges 
Lewys to pay $17,500 attorney's fees for 
the defendants. ‘ 

Miss Lewys has been suing Eugene 
O’Neill for $1,250,000, charging the play- 
wright with plagiarizing her privately 
printed novel, The Temple of Pallas 
Athenae, in writing his most successful 
play, Strange Interlude. Judge Woclsey 
awarded $7,500 counsel fees to O'Neill, 
$5,000 to Boni & Liveright and Horace 
Liveright, and $5,000 to the Theater 
Guild. 

Judge Woolsey assailed charges made 
by Miss Lewys in a 2,000-word opinion, 
in which he rebuked persons who annoy 
courts by bringing unfounded suits for 
plegiarism. Speaking of the Lewys- 
O’Neill suit, Judge Woolsey said: “Neither 
the evidence of the plaintiff nor any 
argument or brief of her counsel, nor a 
careful analysis of the two books since 
the beginning of the trial, in any way 
tended to decrease my first impression 
that there was*no possible ground for 
holding that Strange Interlude in any 
way infringed on the plaintiff's book. 

“The impression made on me thruout 
by the examination of the plaintiff was 
that she had become so obsessed with 
the idea that O'Neill had dramatized the 


plot of her book that when challenged 
she would seek every possible means to 
bolster up her case, even to the extent 
of attempting recklessly to deny the 
authorship of letters or papers which 
oktviously she had written. The case 
made by the defendant, O’Neill, and the 
witnesses called in his behalf and in be- 
half of the other defendants was a 
pleasant contrast to this. 


“I found George Jean Nathan the 
most acute and competent of witnesses, 
and I accepted his testimony in toto. I 
find the plaintiff has entirely failed to 
make out by any direct evidence that 
O’Neill had any access to her book before 
he wrote or while he was writing Strange 
Interlude. 

“The plaintiff cannot copyright a type 
any more than Miss Nichols was able to 
do in Abie’s Irish Rose One looks in 
vain for a parallelism between the plots 
in respect of any matter not long in the 
public domain.” 


Judge Woolsey went on to say that the 
desire of families to erase hereditary 
taint is old in drama and literature, and 
that secret extra-marital relations is cer- 
tainly not new. 

Miss Lewys wrote her novel in 1917, 
and copyrighted it in May, 1924. O'Neill's 
Strange Interlude was copyrighted in 
February, 1928. 


Miller Slates 
Three for Fall 


Molnar, Bourdet and De 
Croisset plays set—plenty 
others on shelves 


NEW YORK, April 25.—Gil- 
bert Miller sailed for London this 
week to produce “Grand Hotel” 
there and to keep his trans- 
atlantic shuttle going. Miller 
makes practice of acquiring 
American smashes for production 
in London, and European hits for 
presentation here, both under his 
own banner and that of Charles 
Frohman, Inc., of which he is general 
manager. Recently in London he, in 
association with the Theater Guild, put 
on Strange Interlude. . It folded quickly. 

Miller has plenty plans for next year 
along lines of importation of European 
splurges to New York. First of season 
as now planned will be The Good Fairy, 
by Ferenc Molnar, whose plays he seems 
to have a corner on. In cast will be 
Helen Hayes, whom he had in Petticoat 
Influence during current stanza, and 
Walter Connolly. This scraps talk of 
Miss Hayes appearing for Arthur Hop- 
kins in Barrie’s Mary Rose, with Miller 
also interested, unless she does it later 
in season than first planned. 

‘Next on Miller list for fall is Bourdet’s 
The Weaker Sex, Parisian smash, which 
he was figured to do here this spring, 
and after that the just-bought Francois 
de Croisset comedy, Pierre or Jack?, 
which is said to have something or other 
to do with movies, and which may be 
French Once in a Lifetime. 

Other plays on schedule which may 
follow in order not yet decided include 
one English, one Hungarian, one German 
and one French. Most important, prob- 
ably, is The Dreyfus Affair, which has 
been on Miller lists for some time, and 
which, when presented in Paris this sea- 
son, played to accompaniment of tear 
bombs and spanking of Royalist spec- 
tators on stage. Show is by Hans J. 
Rehfisch and Wilhelm Herzog. 

Another one that has been in Miller’s 
office for a while is Jacques Duval’s 
Etienne, but chances on it are slight. 
Bought by producer on his recent shop- 
ping tour are Payment Deferred, by A. 
Peters, and Gold Watch, by Erno Szep, 


both of them possibilities for late next 
season. 


-Moss Hart Replaces Kaufman

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HE season being spring, and nothing 

much seeming to be ahead on the 

theatrical horizon, the time is about 
ripe to think of picking the 10 best plays 
or performances or musical saw selec- 
tions of the year. To that end The Bill- 
board’s Mr. Layne and your humble 
scribe wrinkled their brows, set pencils 
to work and evolved a brace of lists. 

Be it remarked that the 10 best plays 
as picked were not picked from the box- 
office standpoint. There is a very simple 
way of picking such: one need merely 
glance at the list of longest runs. The 
plays were picked according to ideas of 
what is good in the drama, and since 
the two world-worn gents who review for 
The Billboard happen to have different 
ideas, it might have been expected that 
the lists would have been dissimilar. 
Surprisingly enough, seven of the entries 
appear on both. 

There was another question to decide 
before lists could be made. And that 
was whether revivals could be admitted. 
After much pondering and conferring a 
verdict of yes was brought in, because 
we are concerned primarily with com- 
pletely produced plays rather than new 
scripts and because at least one of the 
revivals seemed so Obviously better than 
practically all of the new-born brain- 
brats. 

Our Mr. Layne’s list is as follows, more 
or less in the order of merit: Siz Char- 
acters in Search of an Author (revival), 
Once in a Lifetime, Grand Hotel, Five 
Star Final, The Barretts of Wimpole 
Street, Tomorrow and Tomorrow, The 
Vinegar Tree, Mrs. Moonlight; Elizabeth, 
the Queen, and Tonight or Never. 

Your scribe’s list, also more or less in 
the order of merit, is: Mrs. Moonlight, 
ix Characters in Search of an Author, 
Gace in a Lifetime, The Admirable 
Crichton (revival), Five Star Final, 
Grand Hotel, Tonight or Never, Melo 
and The Vinegar Tree. And then, stuck 
for his 10th entry, he picked on a show 
of last year, which may possibly be ad- 
mitted because it has managed to run 
all of the present season. It is, of course, 
The Green Pastures, 

There can be plenty of questions of 
omission in the above lists. Your cor- 
respondent can’t speak for Layne, but he 
can—most emphatically—for himself. 
Elizabeth, the Queen, was left out be- 
cause it was aimed at blank verse drama 
in the grand etyle and never quite came 
off. Also because of Alfred Lunt’s an- 
noying and illusion-smashing accent. 
The Barretts was dropped because of the 
presence of Katharine Cornell as star, 
which is, as the faithful must know 
by now, like a red rag to this reviewer. 


Private Lives was omitted because of 
Noel Coward, Geftrude Lawrence and the 
fact that it didn’t mean a thing—not 
even a good belly laugh. Tomorrow and 
Tomorrow is Philip Barry's pretentious 
mysticism. The Greeks Had a Word for 
It is so much bilge. And House Beauti- 
ful is Channing Pollock (Esk.) at his 
well-meaning worst. 

Combining the two lists carefully, the 
10 best as far as The Billbcard’s review- 
ing staff goes stand about in this order: 
Six Characters in Seach of an Author, 
Once in a Lifetime, Grand Hotel, Mrs. 
Moonlight, Five Star Final, The Vinegar 
Tree, The Admirable Crichton, The Bar- 
tetts of Wimpole Street, Tonight or 
Never and Tomorrow and Tomorrow. If 
the combined list does feature a revival, 
the fact remains that that revival is 
one of the finest—if not the finest—of 
the season’s productions; tho the box- 
office returns say something else again. 
And if Elizabeth, the Queen, \s omitted, 
at least all the rest of the major drama 
splurges can be found. 

Incidentally. after writing the above 
lists, your scribe inquires caustically 
where on Broadway is the guy who said 
that play titles were getting shorter.

Down in the deep South there lives a 
man who knows the stuff of which good, 
serious dramas are made. DuBose Hey- 
ward is his name, and he once brought 
an important drama called Porgy up to 
New York. His latest effort is Brass 
Ankle, which James Elliott was cour- 
ageous enough to present at the Masque 
Theater Thursday evening. 

DuBose Heyward knows the people of 
whom he writes. He knows the tragedy 
which the Negro problem has brought 
the South and he knows how to write a 
play worthy of the real-life situation. 
Brass Ankle was chosen as its title be- 
cause to Southerners that means mixed 
blood of the black and white. It means 
an in-between race that is scorned by 
Negroes ani looked down upon by whites. 


Heyward's story concerns a happily 
married couple who live above a grocery 
store and are proud of their little 
daughter. They want a little brother for 
her, but when he comes he is what is 
known as a “throwback”—part Negro 
and pert white. It is the wife’s blood 


that has told, and in the South no more 
serious problem could present itself. The 


wife, in order to save her husband’s 
honor and standing, calls in the neigh- 
bors and tells them a lie to the effect 
that her husband is not the father of 
the child, but that she had loved a 
Negro man, who had died several weeks 
before, too well. The husband grabs a 
gun and kills the mother and son. 

Alice Brady does one of the finest char- 
acterizations of her career. The part was 
not meant for her, but she plays it for 
all it’s worth and that is the highest 
praise this reviewer can give anybody. 
Ben Smith, in the part of her proud 
Southern husband, who cannot stand the 
thought of even his daughter attending 
the same school with a “brass ankle,” 
is all that Heyward intended the char- 
acter to be. Lester Lonergan, as the 
family doctor who knows the history of 
the situation, is a most believable 
Southerner. Roles of lesser importance 
are all carried out in the very best man- 
ner by such players as Percy Moore, 
leading citizen; Bert Swor, moonshiner; 
Edwin Redding, constable, and Caroline 
Newcombe, trained nurse. 

Cleon Throckmorton has graced the: 
scene with one of his best settings, and 
the direction of Harold Winston does 
much to make an extremely difficult 
play smooth and convincing. 

How the public will take to Brass 
Ankle is a matter of uncertainty, for 
spring evenings do not encourage serious 
thought, but there should be a large 
audience for Heyward’s play. It is an 
important phase of American life and 
presents a problem which sooner or later 
will have to be faced with more serious- 
ness than theatergoing takes in. There 
is a possibility that Brass Ankle will 
catch on and last thru the summer on 
Broadway. This reporter hopes that it 
does, because it is good drama, well writ- 
ten, well played and always interesting.

More News Pays on 19 


Young men who get 
their girl friends to a show don’t 
like to be charged a service fee 
at the box office. When this hap- 
pens they squawk, and when they 
squawk Better Business Bureau 
investigates. 


Jules Leventhal’s An American Tragedy 
revival at Waldorf came in for most 
criticism, because passes issued by that 
house had no hint of any charge being 
made at box office. Leventhal’s office 
explained that only 200 seats were set 
aside at each performance for pass 
patrons, and that when said number 
were accommodated a service charge of 
75 cents for orchestra and 50 cents for 
balcony seats was made. But the passes 
failed to tell the prospective customer 
anything about that phase of the 
evening, 


Producers defended themselves on 
ground that only thru two-for-ones and 
half-price schemes could certain class of 
Broadway legitimate entertainments 
compete with movies. Better Business 
Bureau had no bone to pick with pro- 
ducers who were living up to offer made 
on passes or cut-rate coupons, but it 
did point out Section 421 of the penal 
code, which deals with misleading adver- 
tisements, to those to whom it applied. 
Leventhal then called in all passes and 
replaced them with new ones bearing line 
telling of service charge. It ts in tiny 
type at bottom of slip. 


Current Broadway season has seen 
deluge of bargain offers made by legiti- 
mate theater producers as pointed out 
in The Billboard some time ago. Slips 
which entitle bearer to half price and 
euch are passed out in cigar stores, res- 
taurants and other public places, and 
can be had by the handful. 


Many of these passes carry the line 
that patron can gain admission to thea- 
ter by submitting slip and paying half 
price at box office. Others charge full 
price but admit two persons on one paid 
admission. 


Squawks came for most part from 
young men who were embarrassed at 
theater doors when they were told that 
a service charge would be made. They 
had idea that slips were “comps” and 
that they were in for a free evening in 
theater with their sweeties. Sometimes 
these young gents did not possess the 
necessary cash and were forced to dis- 
appoint the girl friend. Still others had 
the wherewithal; but thought they were 
being played for suckers. Whatever the 
case may, be they'll know in the future, 
providing they can read, the difference 
between a pass and a cut-rate scheme.

NEW YORK, April 25.—Legitimate dramatic season in New 
York wasn’t anything for playwrights to throw their notebooks 


away over. 


Eugene O’Neill, accepted leader of American play- 


makers, contented himself with putting finishing touches on new 


one, while his “Strange Interlude” 


unrepresented on Broadway, 
Philip Barry, whose activities, un- 
til “Hotel Universe,” were limited 
to drawing-room comedies, con- 
tinued in serious vein and clicked 
with Tomorrow and Tomorrow, which 
looks like logical Pulitzer Prize winner. 
George Kelly attempted a comeback with 
one called Philip Goes Forth. There was 
but one good Kelly act there, however, 
and it struggled along several weeks 
without ever catching on. Marc Con- 
nolly took a shot at directing, skipped 
out after run-in, and thereafter con- 
tented himself with cashing royalty 
checks from his last year’s success, Green 
Pastures. Elmer Rice failed to show. 


George Kaufman, the most dependable 
laughmaker in town, uncovered another 
collaborator and came thru with Once 
in a Lifetime. Kaufman also went actor, 
took part of playwright in New York 
company and rated good notices. Robert 
Sherwood turned in a pleasant but 
harmless little comedy of Manhattan life, 
This Is New York, in which he managed 
to contrast New York life with that be- 
yond the Hudson. Zoe Akins returned 
after several years’ absence and added 
The Greeks Had a Word for It to sea- 
son’s successes. John Golden brought 
forth Frank Craven’s That’s Gratitude, 
and Rachael Crother’s As Husbands Go, 
both successes. Donald Ogden Stewart 
was satisfied with his book for Joe Cook’s 
starring vehicle, Fine and Dandy. 


Maxwell Anderson's Elizabeth, the 
Queen, afforded the Guild its best show 
of the season, but his old side-kick, Law- 
rence Stallings, failed with his adapata- 
tion of Ernest Hemingway's novel, A 
Farewell to Arms, Sid Howard likewise 
flopped with ‘two adaptations for Gilbert 
Miller, One, Two, Three and Marseilles. 
Owen Davis did a mystery melodrama, 
The Ninth Guest, which rambled along 
several weeks and brought big movie 
money. Charles MacArthur and Ben 
Hecht failed to come thru, but are sup- 
posed to have finished one titled 
Twentieth Century, which razzes the 
Times Square entrepreneurs, and will 
come in under Jed Harris’ banner in 
August. S. N. Behrman was not heard 
from. DuBose Heyward did one called 
Brass Ankle late in season, and Chan- 
ning Pollock turned in another popular 
success, House Beautiful. Kenyon Nich- 
olson adapted Stepdaughters of War, and 
gave Arthur Hopkins the first serious 
effort of season in Torch Song. 

Two biggest hits of year came from 
foreign pens. Vicki Baum’s Grand Hotel 
came in November via Herman Shumlin’s 
office and smashed.

Now a Law 


Roosevelt signs Wales 
amendment—Equity wins 
fight in behalf of actors 


NEW YORK, April 25.—Post 
Amendment to the Wales Law, 
for which Equity has fought for 
three years, became a law Thurs- 
day when Governor Roosevelt 
signed it after it had passed both 
Assembly and Senate. Wales 
Law against indecent shows is 
now amended so that actors, mu- 
sicians, stagehands and audiences 
will be exempt from immédiate arrest 
when cops raid an allegedly obscene per- 
formance. Change does not, however, 
exempt performers from _ prosecution, 
as Roosevelt pointed out in note that 
accompanied amendment. Performers 
can be convicted under other provisions 
of law. This merely stops them from 
being run into patrol wagons and failed 
before gaping Broadway crowds. 


Roosevelt further said that it was un- 
fair to prosecute members of cast who 
had nothing to do with salacious por- 
tions of show, and amendment would 
remedy this condition. 


Similar bill passed by both houses last 
year, and Roosevelt vetoed it. In process 
this year there was no opposition from 
any of reformer bodies or from clergy- 
men, with single exception of William 
Jay Schieffelin, noted Knickerbocker 
blue-nose, who fought it in committee 
and even got to the governor on it. 


Theater had united in pressing passage, 
managers and authors telling Solons 
that they were perfectly willing to take 
rap for indecent productions. Equity, 
which has fought for amendment tooth 
and nail for last three years and. more, 
deserves unlimited credit and applause 
for victory.

Cherry Lane Theater should keep its 
shame to itself. Arthur Ebenhack’s 
Schooj for Virtue, which erupted Tues- 
day at the perfectly nice Longacre, had 
previously been put on down at the 
Greenwich Village fastness. A misguided 
gent, named Edward Casey, decided to 
bring it north, but why is a question. 
Spectacle of the Cherry Lane airing its 
sores in public is neither edifying, amus- 
ing, nor, for that matter, at all stomach- 
able. 

To describe the show as terrible seems 
entirely inadequate. It is one of the aw- 
ful operas that, by trying to be smutty 
in an adolescent way, thinks it is being 
sophisticated. It succeds merely in be- 
ing dull and in leaving the worst taste 
of the current theatrical season in the 
now listerined mouth of at least one 
dramatic critic. Even a shred of amuse- 
ment value might have gone a long way 
toward excusing it. As it stands, there’s 
no excuse, 

It is an outstanding example of the 
spring turkey crop. To theatergoers who 
thought that an ultimate low had been 
reached with Paging Danger it comes as 
a revelation. Paging Danger may have 
been in the dramatic gutter—tho it was 
moral enough, as far as that’ goes—but 
this one is in the sewer. 

It tells the tale of a playboy—and 
what a playboy!—who is sought out by 
a sweet and demure dame from his home 
town. He tries to teach her how to be 
good, but naughty; sees her hitting the 
primrose path in spite of his teachings, 
and finally marries her and finds out 
that she has been sent on by his mother, 
and was merely trying to keep him on 
the straight and narrow all the while. 


That’s all there is to the story, but it 
is filled out with situations and lines 
which Herr Ebenhack must have thought 
of as startling and sophisticated. They 
are merely horrible examples of a 
prurient mind at work; they might be 
interesting to a psychologist, but there’s 
ho reason for foisting them on a theater 
audience. Needless to say, there is a 
complete and sweeping lack of motiva- 
tion in the action, and the sophisti- 
cated cracks may be judged by the fol- 
lowing two, both culled from the first 
three minutes of the action: 


Someone remarks that someone else 
hasn’t a leg to stand on. “Who,” nifties 
one of the dames quaintly referred to as 
ladies of the evening, “ever heard of legs 
to stand on.” And all the actors wait for 
the belly-laugh they feel sure is bound 
to come. Not 30 seconds later one play- 
boy asks another if he’ll have a virgin 
Olive. “You take the olive,” says the 
second, “and I'll take the virgin. And, 
by the way, I wonder if there can be a 
virgin named Olive?” Of such stuff is 
School for Virtue made. 


Your scribe never before heard of the 
actors — and he’s sure he never will 
again. They gave the show just exactly 
what it deserved. There’s one possible 
exception, however, in the person of 
Evelyn Wade, who played the awful 
dame from the country. It’s true she 
spoke in an accent combining pseudo- 
Southern, outlying hinterland, nervous- 
ness, affectation and goo-goo gurgling, 
but it’s hardly fair to judge her in the 
terrific part she was forced to go thru. 
For that matter, it wouldn’t be fair to 
judge the others either, if it weren’t for 
the fact that they were so bad that no 
possible parts could excuse them. 

Buford Armitage, as the prime play- 
boy, recited his Ines awkwardly—and 


was all. Shirley Booth, as the brunet 
threat, featured her performance by re- 
marking that something or other was 
the “furtherest” thing from her heart. 
It's an act of mercy to draw the curtain 
on the rest. 

Single set by Karl O. Amand was re- 
markable in that it had the most obvi- 
ously painted shelves of books that this 
reporter has ever seen. And he’s seen 
some that were pretty obviously painted. 

School for Virtue was, of course, de- 
signed to be smart and naughty. But, 
if this be sophistication, Channing Pol- 
lock is right. Than which your scribe 
can think of no greater condemnation.

The grand old Lyceum Theater, with 
its air of tradition, its music between 
the acts, and the most comfortable or- 
chestra seats in town, has had a bad 
season of it. And it is to be feared that 
Alma Wilson’s Company's Coming will 
fail to break the luck. 

From the start it should be remarked 
that the play will probably do a lot worse 
than it deserves. It is an unashamed 
cheap farce, and as such it serves its 
purpose admirably. There’s no reason 
to condemn Johnny Jones because he 
doesn’t happen to be Napoleon; but if 
he pretends that he’s as good or better 
than the short, fat gent with the spit 
curl, then he may be lambasted. Simi- 
larly with plays. Company’s Coming 
never pretends to be other than it is, and 
as such it succeeds very nicely, at least 
in the eyes of one reviewer. 


What there is of the story—and there’s 
a bit more than enough of it—tells of a 
gent named Janney who has two legs on 
a famous amateur tennis trophy. But 
aside from his temporary possession of 
the cup, his wife, and his baby, he hasn't 
got much else. Just before the eve of 
the match on which he may win per- 
manent possession of the trophy, he 
pawns it to get dough enough to enter- 
tain some snooty friends of his wife. 
Pawn ticket gets itself carried to New 
York by a cock-eyed neighbor, and Jan- 
ney, who has to produce the cup for the 
big match, is in what is sometimes 
termed a quandary. 

What happens after this is wild, woolly, 
never entirely unexpected, but to your 
scribe at least sufficiently amusing. When 
the cup is finally brought back about 
five minutes before playing time the sky 
suddenly darkens, it begins to rain, and 
the match is off anyhow. 


Chief fauit with the show, granting its 
original conception, is that fact that it’s 
addicted to sudden lags and drags in 
both action and interest. And these may 
be laid chiefly at the door of Zeke Col- 
van, who directed. With a bit of pep- 
ping up where most needed, and a gen- 
eral overhauling of staging, it might 
still turn out to be a low comedy riot. It 
shows signs of it even as it stands. 

Lynne Overman played the tennis 
player in his usual manner. If you 
like him you like him, and if you 
don’t you don’t. Your scribe doesn’t, 
but that’s neither here nor there. 
Frieda Inescourt played the wife with 


be affected, and acted naturally—she did 
for brief bits once or twice during the 
evening—she was charming. Leila Ben- 
nett did a comic serving wench in a 
manner which made your scribe forget 
that he has a standing grudge egainst 
comic serving wenches on the stage. 
Wilfred Clarke overplayed a tennis offi- 
cial in a way to draw a hand from the 
crowd, but not from this reviewer. 

Stanley Bell's setting, representing a 
furnished apartment in Philadelphia, 
looked like a furnished apartment in 
Philadelphia; which was all right so far 
as the play was concerned, but was rather 
rough on an audience which had to look 
at it thru three acts. 

Company’s Coming, as remarked before, 
seems to deserve a great deal better than 
it’s probably going to get. And the 
grand old Lyceum Theater deserves a 
great deal better than Company’s Com- 
ing. But at least the show makes no 
pretense of being anything other than 
what it is. And your scribe found it, if 
nothing to write home about, at least 
a sufficiently amusing and harmless eve- 
ning.

The Bellamy Trial, which comes to the 
Stage via the novel and the movies, 
comes also as a pretty tedious court 
melodrama. The tedium, altho for the 
most part merely incidental, seems a 
pity,.for without it the play that Frances 
Noyes Hart and Frank E. Carstarphen 
have concocted out of the former’s novel 
would have been an interesting meller, 
with the somewhat startling advantage 
ef having a killer, who remains unknown 
until the denouement, : 

Practically everyone must either have 
read the book or seen the movie by this 
time, so it seems rather useless to rehash 
the story. Also, it seems rather useless 
to put on a mystery play the denoue- 
ment of which aimost everybody has 
either read or seen before. If the show 
had appeared before the celluloid spasm 
—and before The Trial of Mary Dugan, 
for that matter—it might have been a 
hit. Even now, with judicious but ex- 
tensive cutting, it might possibly have 
a chance. 

Briefly, it tells the tale of Madeleine 
Bellamy, found murdered in a gardener’s 
cottage in Rosedale, in the purely mythi- 
ca] Belchester County of New York. Her 
husband and the wife of the man who 
has been considered her lover are on 
trial for the murder, but, by the time 
the ingenious defense attorney gets.thru 
with his interminable cross-examina- 
tions, practically every witness for both 
the prosecution and the defense is sus- 
pected of having a hand in the blood- 
letting. Needless to say, neither Herr 
Bellamy nor Madam Ives, the brace on 
trial, are guilty, but just who is will be 
a question that you’ll have to see the 
play to decide. This scribe keeps con- 
fidence with his mystery mellers. 

The single scene is in the courtroom 
during the trial, and, except for brief 
excerpts from the summings up and the 
charge to the jury, the entire proceed- 


and what excitement there is must be 
purely cerebral. And the inclusion of all 
the testimony makes things at the 48th 
Street almost as dull as things in a real 
murder trial. 


Your scribe saw the show on second 
night, and already there must have been 
much cutting simce the opening. For 
Philippa Bevans, who was supposed to 
act Margaret Dunne, never did appear, 
and there were other indications of 
omission. But the omissions weren't 
Nearly enough. As it stood, the show 
lasted from 8:40 to after 11, and while 
your scribe likes lots of drama in one 
evening. he makes a provision that it 
must at least be drama. 


The speech in which the real bumper- 
off is revealed could, with good effect, 
have been condensed to about a minute 
and a half of playing time. As it is 
done, it lasts 2 good 10 minutes. Or, if 
not quite that, it seemed like it to an 
audience that had listened to endless 
testimony all evening. It’s just an 
example of how The Bellamy Trial is 
done. 

And yet it wasn’t as bad as all this 
would make it seem. Those who like 
cerebration rather than clutching hands 
in their hoke and horror diet will prob- 
ably enjoy it. 

The acting of the men in the piece was 
uniformly sufficient—sometimes a good 
deal more than that—and the acting of 
the women was uniformly bad. E. E. 
Clive and Fred Eric, as the rival attor- 
neys, carried the huge’ burden ‘of the 
dialog and carried it well. A small bit 
was most effectively played by Ian 
Emery, and Ben Hoagland did finely as 
the husband of the lady suspect. All

“The Public Enemy”

James Cagney, a new star, is born in 
this one. It is another one of the 
racketeer-hoodlum stories, from an orig- 
inal by Kubec Glasmon and John Bright, 
that is said to be based on an actual 
occurrence. 

Cagney hails originally from vaude- 
ville, from where he went into a Broad- 
Way revue, and finally drifted to the 
movies. After seeing his portrayal in 
this one movie audiences will have no 
reason to forget him, but will want to 
see him again. Starting as a kid of 
17 in 1917, Cagney goes thru the role 
and ages up to today, giving a portrayal 
that is realistic, natural and powerful. 
Outstanding performance of all new- 
comers to the screen in the last few 
years’is this one, and one that will take 
its place among the finest of those 
offered by favorite names of the screen. 


In making this picture the Warner 
organization no doubt has begun to 
fear that the public is not reacting any 
too kindly to the gangster-racketeer film.

Cagney, has an elder brother, Mike, 
played by Don Cook, who is a street-car 
conductor. Kids start burglarizing fur 
shops and finally drift into the beer 
racket. Finally, the elder brother en- 
lists for service overseas, and the bad 
brother decides he must remain home 
with his mother, when he really wants 
to continue in his game, where he is 
becoming rich, owning fine autos and 
apartments. He has a pal, played by 
Eddie Woods, and the two of them get 
mixed up with numerous women. Cagney 
treats his women rough and finally, 
when one of his chief men is killed, 
goes out to get the other gang himself. 
He is severely wounded and, as he falls 
unconscious, mumbles “I’m not 50 
tough.”

Adapted, directed and produced by 
Basil Dean, it proves to be sorely slow, 
with the English pronunciation causing 
ene to lose much of the dialog, and on 
this account one is unable to follow the 
story. Particularly is the mouthing of 
words true in the case of Dorothy Boyd, 
in the leading feminine role. Miss Boyd 
seems to run all of her words together 
and gives the impression of taking a 
particular delight in making the dialog 
unintelligible. Frank Lawton, juvenile 
lead, also makes it difficult for the audi- 
ence. C. Aubrey Smith is good in a 
small role, while Warwick Ward and 
Robert Loraine come thru as the two 
criminals in nice style. 

In this one Milne forgot his humor 
and turned to a crime story. Two men 
had sworn revenge on Arthur Hilton in 
Africa and come to his home as invited 
guests to get him. Of course, Hilton 
does not recognize them until just be- 
fore he is murdered. While every other 
member of the house party is away of 
the afternoon the two men kill the old 
man. They have arranged what they 
believe is a perfect alibi, and the police 
declare it suicide. But the murdered 
man’s ward and nephew think differently 
and set out to get the murderers, which 
they finally do. 

This one will hardly do for American 
audiences. It is terribly slow-paced, and 
the director bas wasted about 20 min- 
utes at the start in small talk and stuff 
that could have been eliminated, with 
the story gotten into much more quickly 
than it is.

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“A Tailor-Made Man”

This latest William Haines production 
turns out to be one of the most amusing 
that this star has had in several months. 
Getting away from his overly smart aleck 
roles, Haines gives a first-class portrayal 
as the pants presser who climbs to finan- 
cial heights thru ambition and a natural 
personality to win. 

Story is based on the play by Harry 
James Smith which was produced on 
Broadway nearly two decades ago by 
Cohan & Harris, with Grant Mitchell in 
the role that Haines now essays on the 


screen. Story is brought up to date by 
Edgar Allen Woolf, there being much talk 
of depression and the manner in which to 
fight it, with Haines as the chief fighter. 

Story starts with Haines as a tailor's 
assistant. Here he manages to get hold 
of a dress suit and the necessary acces- 
sories, and finding that a reception is 
being given that evening at a home 
where a noted financier and department 
estore owner will attend, dons the suit 
and bluffs his way into society. Soon 
he is the shining light of the gathering 
and has met the financier. Next day 
finds him as the financier’s chief assistant 
in the department store, where he has 
taken things into his own hands. 

Haines loves the tailor’s daughter, tho 
he is sought after by the society leaders 
and their daughters. Tailor’s daughter 
is engaged to a rabid author, who also 
works in the department store. When 
he becomes jealous of Haines’ advance- 
ment and also at the affection of the gir! 
for him, he threatens to show him up to 
the newspapers. Haines beats him to it, 
at the same time putting thru a co- 
operative plan at the store that turns 
the trend of business in the firm’s way. 
Story in the newspapers reacts to such 
an extent that the owner seeks Haines 
out again and takes him away from the 
pressing table, where he had returned 
after his defeat. He returns to his big 
job with the tailor’s daughter as his wife. 

There are numerous amusing situa- 
tions that movie audiences will like. 
Joseph Cawthorn, as the tailor, comes 
near stealing the honors from the star, 
and it is this old favorite’s work that 
helps make the picture a cracking good 
programmer. Henry Armetta also comes 
thru with a nice characterization. Mar- 
jorie Rambeau, Ian Keith, Hedda Hopper 
and Dorothy Jordan, as the girl, round 
out a nicely balanced cast.

This is an engaging comedy, far better 
than the average run of the Jack Oakie 
pictures in the last few months. Idea 
is original and divertirig, tho its develop- 
ment might have been improved upon. 
However, it is such innocent, amusing 
nonsense that the average audience will 
find plenty to laugh at in the antics of 
Oakie and Eugene Pallette, in the sup- 
porting rolé, who comes very near cop- 
ping first honors in the film. 

This, like Gun Smoke, brings a con- 
glomeration of the Far’ West and the 
city racketeer, tho here it becomes al- 
most travesty unti] the last few minutes, 
when it develops into melodrama that, 
even in what are supposed to be its most 
thrilling moments, is presented for 
laughs. Frank Tuttle directed and has 
managed to keep the humor at a swift 
pace, while the supporting cast, which 
includes Mitzi Green, Stuart’ Erwin, 
Charles Sellon, June Collyer and James 
Crane, is all that the movie fan might 
ask. 

Story, by Milton Krims, tells of 4 
“Dude Ranch”, a hotel in the West, that 
caters to Eastern patronage. Here the 
tired, and sometimes ailing, business 
Man comes for diversion as wel] as 
health. But things are so dull that they 
soon tire of it and the hotel is losing 
patronage and the guegts are preparing 
to return to their Eastern homes. Stuart 
Erwin, as the hotel proprietor, has to 
rig up some method to keep them there. 
A repertoire company, which arrives by 
motor bus, is engaged to do one of its 
old plays, as if it were an actual hap- 
pening. Oakie appears as a Western 
hero, bragging about his prowess with 
tough hombres. About this time a gang 
of racketeers arrives from the East. 
Oakie, to carry out the idea of the West- 
ern hero, has to go thru some amusing 
situations, such as riding a horse, when 
he knows nothing about a saddle. The 
racketeers stage a robbery in the near-by 
town and one of them, dressed like Oakie 
in his stage makeup, is mistaken for the 
would-be Western hero. Oakie is ar- 
rested, and just in the nick of time do 
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the sheriff and his minions realize they 
have made a mistake. There is a race 
after the bandits, with the heroine, who 
they have kidnaped, and in a fight in 
a moving van Oakie bests the chief vil- 
Jain and everything ends happily.

Glamorous and husky-toned Constance 
Bennett is the star of this production, 
from a story by Ernest Pascal and di- 
rected by Paul L. Stein. It is one of 
those torrid romances with an illegiti- 
mate infant as one of the chief dramatic 
centers. Story may find some hindrance 
by censor boards in some localities, tho 
it has been nicely handled. 

It is a story that will appeal particu- 
larly to feminine audiences, and, while 
modernized, harks back to the East 
Lynne days, and to a more recent story, 
Stella Dallas. It is highly dramatic, tho 
rather slow paced in tempo, due to the 
fact that the players are too deliberate 
in the handling of lines. However, Miss 
Bennett has a role that offers numerous 
opportunities to display dramatics as 
well as some stunning gowns and a 
military uniform that sets her off to 
excellent advantage. 

Joel McCrea and Paul Cavanaugh have 
the two leading male roles and both 
handle their individual characteriza- 
tions nicely. Others in the supporting 
cast are Louise Closser Hale, Anthony 
Bushell and Frederick Kerr. 

Story is laid in London during the 
World War. Miss Bennett, hailing from 
Brooklyn and serving in the Red Cross, 
during an air raid meets Barry Craig, 
played by McCrea, another American, 
and falls for him. She also is loved by 
Sir Wilfred Drake, played by Paul Cavan- 
augh, who was wounded during service 
and became acquainted with her in a 
hospital. Barry wants to marry her, but 
she fears they will not keep her in the 
Red Cross if she weds, so before he is 
called back to duty she spends a night 
with him. She receives word he is killed 
and then Sir Wilfred offers to marry her. 
When she informs him she is about to 
become a mother he still says he loves 
her well enough to give the child a name. 
A few months after the war Barry re- 
turns, having been ill in a German hos- 
pital, and they meet. The husband 
learns of this and denounces her, and 
the wife leaves him. He gets a divorce 
and is given custody of the child. Dur- 
ing the time Barry has returned to the 
States, not aware of his former sweet- 
heart’s divorce. The husband summons 
his wife to see the child, only for her 
to find the baby is dead. He wants her 
to remain with him, but she, telling him 
she hates him, rushes from the house 
and back to her own home. There Barry 
is awaiting her, and she finds peace in 
his arms.

“Gun Smoke” 
(PARAMOUNT) 
At the Riaito 
Producer’s footage, 5,815. 
minutes. 
(Release date, April 25) 


There is plenty of gunplay in this 
one, bringing a gang of metropolitan 
racketeers and gangmen into the wide 
open spaces of the West. It was a crack- 
ing good idea to start out with, but it 
failed to develop into anything original, 
and about midway becomes just another 
Western. However, there is enough in 
it to interest movie audiences who like 
plenty of action, men quick on the 
trigger and a few thrills, 

Richard Arlen is cast in another West- 
ern role and gives a nice performance, 
while William (stage) Boyd is the chief 
racketeer and proves equally effective in 
the contrasting role. Mary Brian, as the 
girl, is nicely cast, as is Louise Fazenda, 
in a comedy role. Charles Winninger 
and Eugene Palette have two other lead- 
ing roles in a well-rounded-out cast 

Story starts in a big city, where a 
gang of racketeers decide, after one of 
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their “on the spot” affairs, that the city 
is a little too hot for them. They de- 
cide on the little town of Runsen, Ida., 
where the community is trying to bring 
tourist trade to the city. Mayor and 
city officials learn that the big dog is 
coming, but mistake him for a capitalist. 
They are met at the train with a brass 
band and escorted to the ranch of the 
girl, Sue Vancey, where they are to be 
entertained. Brad Farley (Richard Arlen) 
loves the girl, but she dislikes his rough 
Western ways and gives him the air for 
the supposedly city-bred men of culture. 
‘Chese men ridicule him and his Western 
pals. Arlen warns the girl of them, but 
she will take no heed. An old prospector 
discovers gold on her land, and the min- 
ute the racketeers discover this they 
take charge of her ranch, kill the old 
man and hold the employees and the girl 
prisoner. They send to the city for more 
help and take command of the town. 


While all of this happens Arlen is in 
the hills rounding up mustangs, but 
Tack Gillup (Charles Winninger) man- 
ages to escape and rides into the moun- 
taihs after Arlen and his men. They 
return, clean out the racketeers in the 
town and then start for the ranch, only 
to discover they have beat it on horse- 
back over the mountain trails, carrying 
the girl with them. They follow and 
ambush them in a dangerous trail, and 
there is some real gunplay. Of course, 
Westerners defeat them and kill the 
leader, and, naturally, the girl realizes 
that the real man is the lad to whom 
she gave the cold shoulder. Picture ends 
as she admits her great mistake

During the first half this picture is 
light comedy and good entertainment. 
During the last half it becomes heavily 
dramatic, steeped with improbable melo- 
Grama and loses the good impression 
gained thru the earlier sequences. How- 
ever, for the average film audience it 

will prove acceptable. 


Screen story and adaptation is by 
Maude Fulton, with dialog by William K. 
Wells. Wells has managed to get several 
laughs into the first half thru. the 
naturalness of his characters. It is when 
they become dramatic that they lose 
probability. 

Grant Withers, Regis Toomey, Mary 
Astor, James Cagney, Joan Blondell and 
J. Farrell McDonald have the leading 
roles, under the direction of William A. 
Wellman. Withers, who has been a sort 
of a bane in the average role on the 
screen, gives by far the best portrayal 
of his career as an irresponsible railroad 
fireman, who loves his liquor strong and 
his women weak. Mary Astor is pleasing 
as the wife, while Regis Toomey is mis- 
cast as the easy-going husband. 

Story deals with an engineer and his 
wife (Regis Toomey and Mary Astor). 
Everything moves along nicely between 
them until the husband takes the fire- 
man (Grant Withers), his best pal, home 
to live with them. There is a spirit of 
kidding friendship between the three 
until the wife and the friend realize they 
love one another. Friend moves out and, 
when on their run the husband insists 
upon the reason, a fight ensues in the 
engine cab. Husband is blinded in the 
battle, while the friend takes to drink, 
trying to forget the injury he has caused. 
Heavy rains have undermined a bridge, 
and the friend insists upon taking a 
train of flat cars, loaded with cement, 
onto the bridge to hold it down and 
perhaps save it from the engulfing wa- 
ters. The superintendent will not permit 
it. But the husband, in his blindness 
and fegling he is in the way of his 
friend and his wife to happiness, stum- 
bles thru.the blinding storm, finds his 
way to the engine and carries the train 
onto the bridge. Of course, the bridge 
buckles up, the husband is lost, and 
everything is left free for the wife and 
her lover.

“Air Police” 
(SONO-ART-WORLD WIDE)

This is one of the Thrill-o-Drama 
series and for the indiscriminating audi- 
ence proves good melodrama, tho it lacks 
originality. Story is by Arthur Hoer!l and 
Bennett Cohen, with direction by Stuart 
Paton. As one surmises from the title, 
much of the action is in the clouds, and 
several of the scenes look as if they were 
dene in a miniature. 

Kenneth Harlan has the leading role 
and acquits himself nicely. James De- 
laney, as his pal in the air force, also is 
well cast. Josephine Dunn has the lead- 
ing feminine role, that of a dancer in a 
Mexican cantini. Miss Dunn is vapid 
and cold, and as a dancer is a good 
paper-hanger. She is stiff and awkward 
and proved a very weak selection for the 
role. 

Story tells of two buddies of the bor- 
der police, who are sent on a dangerous 
mission to get a gang of smugglers who 
are bringing contraband into the coun- 
try via airplanes. Both of them fall for 
the girl, tho she loves Harlan. When 
Harlan finds his buddy ‘3 in love with 
the girl he gives him free path and with- 
draws. Buddy is captured by the gang 
and is sent to his death. Before his 
death, however, he admits to his pal 
that the girl aided in sending him to his 
doom. Harlan then goes into the enemy 
camp and is captured and is tied hand 
and foot and carried up in his airplane 
to be turned loose with no manner of 
guiding the ship. But the girl proves 
she was innocent of his buddy’s death 
and cuts his bonds unseen by the gang. 
When the man who carries him up in 
the plane leaps by parachute, Harlan, 
with his hands free, cuts the ankle 
bonds and puts up an air fight with the 
villain, who is carrying the girl in an- 
other plane.

Songwriters 
Want Union 


Seek to organize for own 
protection—members must 


quality—bar publishers 


NEW YORK, April 25.—A 
dozen prominent songwriters met 
this week at the rooms of the 
American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers to discuss 
the possibility of organizing a 
union for songwriters. Publishers 
have their own association, the 
writers say, and see no reason 
why writers should not have one 
to which rublishers would be barred. 
This new body is not out to fight the 
society, but merely to have an organiza- 
tion for the protection of legitimate 
songwriters, and which will not admit 
phoney lyricists or composers. 

Once the new unit gets under way no 
one will be admitted to it until after he 
has demonstrated his qualifications by 
writing a song to order. If he happens 
to be a lyric writer, he will be given a 
melody and told to write a lyric, while 
the committee waits, and if he states he 
is a composer, he will be supplied with 
a lyric to set to music. 

Writers back of the movement say 
there are too many persons in the ASCAP 
who could not write a lyric or a tune to 
save their lives. They have been chiseled 
in thru various subterfuges and are 
drawing revenue that should go to the 
legitimate writers. Next meeting will 
be held the early part of May.

MPPA Hopes To Solve Slump 


In Trade Thru Questionnaire 


NEW YORK, April 27.—A questionnaire 
carrying more than 100 queries pertain- 
ing to the popular music business has 
been mailed to publishers and dealers 
thruout the country by the Music Pub- 
lishers’ Protective Association in an ef- 
fort to discover what is wrong with the 
industry. In other words, the big pub- 
lishers supposed to know all about their 
own business are trying to learn from 
the dealers in small towns why the pub- 
lic doesn’t buy more sheet music. 

One music buyer when quizzed about 
the matter said he thought the pub- 
lishers should be able to find the reason 
among themselves. 

“They should know by now,” the 
buyer added, “that the average dealer 
isn’t interested in what happens to 
publishers. In fact, the profit on sheet 
music is sO small that most dealers don’t 
care much whether they carry it or not. 
Publishers are suffering from overpro- 
duction the same as many other lines, 
but apparently many of them don’t 
know the meaning of overproduc- 
tion. They keep on grinding out song 
after song without knowing or trying to 
discover if the songs have any com- 
mercial merit. 

“From what I read in the trade papers 
the publishers must be making plenty of 
new rules for their members. They might 


make a rule to limit each publisher to 
SO many songs yearly. If a publisher 
can't pick several hits out of a reason- 
able number of releases, he never will 
pick any out of an unlimited number. I 
have seen one of the questionnaires sent 
out by the Publishers’ Society, but I 
don’t elieve many dealers will take any 
real interest in it. They are concerned 
only with supplying the demand, and if 
publishers lose money thru overproduc- 
tion and the release of poor songs, they 
figure that’s the publishers’ hard luck 
and none of their affairs. 


“If publishers really wish to increase 
the revenue from the music business 
they should cut out giving away dance 
orchestrations. Some of them may try 
to tell you they do, but they don't. 
Musicians must have orchestrations to 
hold jobs, yet the publishers give away 
the orchestration, which is a necessity, 
and try to sell the sheet music, which 
is a luxury. They have the cart before 
the horse. You don’t find any, other 
industry giving away its most valuable 
by-product. With the sales of sheet 
music dropping from year to year the 
publishers will have to make every dance 
orchestration bring in from 25 to 50 
cents or quit trying to make a livelihood 
from the popular music business.”

UMEROUS towns and cities in various 

parts of the country have this sea- 

son slashed their license fee against 
tent shows, to give the tent-show oper- 
ators a fair break to make a living on an 
equal basis with the picture theater 
operators. Our attention was drawn last 
week to the first town in the country 
which this season increased the tax on 
tented attractions. That town is Lov- 
ington, N. M, 

. . . 

License fee against tent shows in Lov- 
ington has always been $10 a day, a 
good-sized tax for a town of its size. 
From now on, however, tent shows will 
have to pay $50 a day to entertain the 
amusement seekers of that community. 
All because the picture theater operator 
in the town went before the city council, 
told them a few old jokes, among them 
the antiquated gag about tent shows tak. 
ing all the money out of town. The 
city fathers, either unable to think for 
themselves or too lazy to exert that 
much effort, swallowed the stuff hook, 
line and sinker, with the result that the 
theater man put over his fast one, while 
the Lovington natives will be deprived 
of witnessing a circus, carnival or dra- 
matic show performance without any 
voice in the matter, whatsoever.

America has long been dubbed a free 
country. Constitution provides that the 
natives shall be permitted to choose and 
practice any religion it desires. Yet, 
Lovington, thru its high licenses against 
tent shows, prohibits its natives from 
selecting their own amusement. City 
council says they must go to the picture 
theater or do without entertainment. At 
least, the ruling on licenses amounts to 
just that, as no tented attraction can 
afford to play the town under the $50-a- 
day tax. It is out of the question. 

* * . 


Other towns have passed like measures 
against tent shows in the past, and in 
nearly every instance the local theater 
operator was behind the plot. We are 
happy to say, however, that many of 
these towns have seen the light. Others 
are falling in line almost daily. They 
finally have awoke to the realization 
that they are entitled to choose whatever 
form of entertainment they care to see. 
As a result, these towns have lowered 
their licenses against the canvas shows, 
and the town people are again enjoying 
in-the-flesh entertainment, which they 
have so long craved, but which has been 
denied them by an unfair law. 

* . * 

Let us hope that Lovington, N. M., will 
see the same light, and reduce its license 
fees in compliance with the spirit of

It is significant that 
the biggest winners among the stocks 
now carrying on are those rated as “first 
class,” whose expenses are heavy, but 
whose bid for business is based on the 
superior quality of the cast and the 
high grade of productions offered.

TOCK patrons in the larger cities 

evince a partiality this spring for the 

highbrow drama. Allegorical plays 
and those with a classic tinge are heavy 
draws. Strange Interlude, Death Takes 
a Holiday and bills of similar character 
have been presented successfully and are 
still in demand.

The Stuart 
Walker Company, which held out to the 
finish for $1.50 top, closed some weeks 
ago at the Taft Auditorium. 
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BIG NEWS for the minstrel world 
cropped out at the opening session of 
the Nationa] Minstrel Players and Fans’ 
Association in Cincinnati last week. It 
was announced by Walter J. Redhill and 
G. C. Bradley, Cincinnati business men, 
that they had acquired the title of the 
Al G. Field Minstrels and would reor- 
ganize that company for a road tour of 
43 weeks. Redhill! and Bradley are mem- 
bers of the NMP&FA. The Al G. Field 
title has been on the shelf since Ed 
Conard closed the Jast Field organization 
at Wilmington, O., December 26, 1927. It 
is owned by Conard and Joe Hatfield, 
brother of the late Al G. Field, who 
leased the stage rights only to the new 
producing concern, Conard and Hatfield 
reserve talking picture, radio and other 
rights. Redhill & Bradley lease, however, 
covers a long term of years. It is under- 
stood that the new owners of the title 
have in contemplation reassembling a 
large number of the minstrel artists who 
were identified with the Field show. 
Under consideration at this time are 
such widely known comedians, singers 
and dancers as Burt Swor, Johnny Healy, 
Happy Golden, Jack Richards, Billy 
Church, Hi-Brown Bobby Burns, Denny 
O'Neil, Slim Vermont, Jim Bonelli (for- 
mer half-owner of the Price & Bonelli 
Minstrels), John Swor, Carl Mason and 
numerous others, most of whom marched 
under the Al G. Field banner in the last 
10 years. Redhill & Bradley stated that 
no contracts had yet been signed with 
artists or for the business staff.

Equity is thinking of an actor and a 
member of the Actors’ Equity Associa- 
tion. He has never played on Broadway, 
and to the majority of the members of 
the association, as to the public, he is 
not known as an actor. Yet Equity is 
proud to call him a member. 

As other Equity members, he fell upon 
evil times this winter ana came to Equity 
for help. He did not come in vain. 
Later he wrote that he had a chance 
to work on a tent show if he could 
obtain transportation, and this was for- 
warded to him. The whole debt, with 
assessments for dues, amounted to $60. 
And this, in the face of the hard times 
thru which he had gone and the salary 
he received, constituted a considerable 
debt. 

Within two weeks of the time he be- 
gan to work the actor sent to Equity a 
check for his entire indebtedness, for 
his dues to date and six months in ad- 
vance. In his letter he said, in part: 

“It gives me great pleasure to be able 
at this writing to be in a position to 
make complete payment of all indebted- 
hess to the association—that is, mone- 
tary indebtedness—the kindness and 
good will of yourself (the executive 
secretary) and the council in giving me 
the aid I asked for will need to go un- 
paid. All I can do is to state again my 
deep gratitude and appreciation for the 
consideration received at a time when I 
needed it most. Vive l’Equity Esto 
Perpetus.” 

In reply to that letter the executive 
secretary wrote: “On behalf of the 
council and ourself we wish to con- 
gratulate you, because we realize the 
effort it took for you to pay back this 
money all at one payment. It is mem- 
bers like yourself that have made Equity 
a fine organization and it is our sincere 
wish that you will live long and prosper. 
You have made good with your associa- 
tion and it is our hope that your dsso- 
ciation will be able to continue to make 
good with you.” 

But the point is not only the prompt- 
ness and eagerness with which this 
hard-pressed actor made good his debt 
to this association. There have been 
other actors, much better known and 
far better paid than he, who also came 
to their association, received aid, and 
subsequently returned to work. But 
they, for all their wider opportunities 
and larger pay, never have felt the neces- 
sity or desirability of repaying Equity. 
They seem to have regarded those loans 
as gifts which were theirs by right of 
their membership and have made no 
move to take them up, even when well 
able to. 

They do not appreciate, Equity is sure, 
the fact that the association has only

a comparatively small fund for this form 
of relief and that it has to be used over 
and over again. It is the repayment of 
these loans which makes that money 
available for other actors in need as 
great as those who now have it. If they 
realize that Equity does not believe that 
they could continue to ignore their 
obligation. 

The case of this actor is one in which 
a little fellow has made good a big debt. 
Equity would like to see some of the big 
fellows make good their little debts. 


Good Standing Imperative 

Association has been having more 
trouble with delinquent members, who 
secure employment while delinquent and 
then delay and evade putting theraselves 
in, good standing, than it should. It 
does not feel that such difficulties 
should be permitted, since it is contrary 
to the terms of all Equity contracts. 
So on April 17 the president sent the 
following letter to every employment 
agent, special employment agent and 
personal representative: 

“We are glad to report that the rela- 
tionship between agents and personal 
representatives on the one hand and 
ourselves on the other has been improv- 
ing rapidly and we desire to co-operate 
to even a greater extent. 

“Counci] realizes that engagements are 
secured for our members when they are 
Not in good standing, and, as that is 
contrary to the terms of the Equity 
contract, we are hereby asking you to 
examine the cards of our people. It is 
felt that the agents and personal rep- 
resentatives should establish the Equity 
standing of our members before tiey are 
sent to managers or contracts have been 
signed. If the member is not paid up 
the agent should refer him to us and 
such arrangements will be made as will 
enable the employment negotiations to 
proceed. 

“This method, we are sure, will have 
your indorsement, as it will give a 
greater value to the Equity paid-up card 
and bring to the careless member a 
greater sense of his obligations to the 
association. This plan will also make 
it easier for you to collect your commis- 
sions as well as eliminate other dif- 
ficulties which arise when you do busi- 
hess with delinquent members. 

“In order that you may have time 
to give the necessary instructions to 
your staffs, we are setting April 25 as 
the starting date of this policy, at which 
time this new rule will affect all engage- 
ments that call for the services of Equity 
members in legitimate and musical 
comedy attractions 

“An acknowledgment is requested in 
order that you may be listed as being 
among those who have obligated them- 
selves not to place Equity members un- 
less they have paid-up cards.” 

In their replies to this letter many of 
the agents and personal representatives 
have taken the opportunity of express- 
ing their satisfaction with the working 
of the Equity policy and their friendli- 
ness toward the association and those in 
charge of it. There is every reason to 
believe that they will co-operate with 
Equity in making this new ruling apply 
to their clients. 

All Equity members are instructed to 
consider this a standing ruling which 
must be complied with in making en- 
gagements after April 25. 


Two Benefits Gross $2,000 


Equity learns with gratificagion from 
Robert Campbell, secretary of the Actors’ 
Fund of America, that the special bene- 
fit matinee of the Petticoat Influence 
Company Tuesday afternoon, Apri] 14, 
grossed $784; while a similar perform- 
ance of The Vinegar Tree Company Fri- 
day afternoon, April 17, brought in 
another $1,300. 


“Unele Tom” for a Living Wage 
Equity’s Kansas City office reports 
hearing of the manager of a one-night- 
stand “Tom” outfit who is trying to 
recruit musicians with an offer of $8 a 
week in money and board and lodging. 
There is to be a cookhouse on the lot, 
and the men will sleep in bunks built 
on a large truck. Other help on the 
show will probably be in proportion.

Members who are leaving the profes- 
sion for an indefinite period should ap- 
vly for an honorable withdrawal card at 
ence. Constitution provides that this 
card can be issued only to persons in 
good standing at the time it is issued. 
Holding the card, should the member 
remain out of the profession for a year 
or more, he may return by paying cur- 
rent dues only. If he returns within the 
year he must pay dues from the time 
the card is issued, but no delinquency 
fine. 

Persons who have not obtained the 
withdrawal: card and who claim to have 
been out of our jurisdiction will be re- 
quired to pay back dues. 

Most of our members have heard some 
member say at some time “What does 
the Equity do for me?” This is generally 
said when the member is asked to pay 
cues. 

Recently a member who was two year's 
in arrears complained about having to 
pay, saying that the association was 
really of little use to its members. On 
two occasions, and while this member 
was In arrears, the association had col- 
lected two weeks’ salary for him. That 
is four weeks’ salary that he would never 
have seen were it not for the association. 
Just one week's salary on either of his 
claims represented far more than he has 
ever paid or ever will pay the associa- 
tion. 


When the Werba companies were or- 
ganized the Chorus Equity suggested, 
in that the management wished to put 
on each company with only two weeks’ 
rehearsal, that the employment agency 
would make an effort to find the people 
who had previously worked in these pro. 
ductions. 


This required considerable work, as it 
necessitated looking over old files, check- 
ing Old uddresses, etc. A number of 
these people were in arrears for dues 
and complained because they were asked 
to pay back dues, stating that they did 
not know that they should have ob- 
tained honoiable withdrawal cards. In 
the first place, once a year every mem- 
ber who is in gocd standing until May 
1 and who has a correct address on file 
with us is sent a blue book which con- 
tains, in its instructions, that relative 
to the withdrawal card. Twice a year 
bills are sent to members six months 
or a year in arrears. It should occur 
to such members at that time, if they 
are out of the business, to apply for 
withdrawal cards. Deputy report and 


The Equity Magazine, from time to time,, 


mention the withdrawal card. 

In the second place these members 
were sent to the engagement by the as- 
sociation. Had they had withdrawal 
cards we would not have sent for them 
as we would have presumed that they 
were out of the business. 

They have no right to expect service 
from an agency which is supported by 
memoers who do pay dues unless they 
also pay theirs. This season we have 
many paid-up members who would be 
glad to have the engagement they have.

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Does Movie Theater Advertising 
Influence the Daily Newspapers? 


OURNALISM in this country is reach- 
J ing a sorry state when it becomes pos- 

sible for advertisers to dictate editorial 
content. Sad to relate, however that is what 
is happening in more than one city. And the 
motion picture interests are among the most 
flagrant offenders in wielding the big stick. 

Recent evidence of the insidious influ- 
ence exerted on the press by the picture 
advertisers is to be found in Cincinnati, 
where The Enquirer and RKO recently de- 
clared peace after an intense but short-lived 
battle. 


War was started between the newspaper 
and the theater faction when the latter cut 
50 per cent from the usual quota being run 
in The Enquirer, the morning paper. The 
daily refused to consider the cut and in- 
formed the theater interests that it would 
accept no advertising unless it could carry 
equal space with the two afternoon sheets. 
RKO stuck to its guns, and as a result The 
Enquirer went along for a week without 
advertising or “readers.” 

It is interesting to note that during the 
week The Enquirer carried no RKO copy 
its editorial columns suddenly awoke to the 
fact that things in the talking picture game 
and in the local theater field were not all 
they should be. The reviews on the picture 
openings became outspoken and straight to 
the point. No words were minced in stat- 
ing a picture was bad, and, on the other 
hand, credit was given when and where due. 

That such a condition existed was a new 
experience for Cincinnatians who are accus- 
tomed to take their movie reviews sugar- 
coated. It is a fact that all motion pictures 
showing in Cincinnati are good, as far as 
the dailies are concerned, and so the citizens 
didn’t know what to make of it when the 
staid and dignified Enquirer began to assert 
itself. But they liked it. 

They were not aware that the paper and 
the local picture theater interests were at

loggerheads or that some $50,000 in adver- 
tising was at stake. Nor did they stop to 
consider that RKO controls all but one of 
the downtown theaters in Cincinnati. Per- 
haps they had wondered why a city so large 
had to put up with such “crumby” theaters, 
such cheap ballyhooing, such poor shows. 
They may have thought of these things, but 
that was all. 


And then The Enquirer put them 
straight. In an editorial “Worth Thinking 


Over,” printed in the issue of Friday, April 
17, it gave the low down on the motion 
picture theater situation in the city and 
what was needed to remedy it Here it is: 


Monopoly in any field of activ- 
ity is dangerous. Especially is this 
so in the amusement business, 
where wholesome competition has 
always made for higher standards 
and better values for the public. 


Musically and theatrically Cin- 
cinnati ranks among the foremost 
cities of the country. In the field 
of motion picture entertainment, 
tho, Cincinnati is far behind other 
cities of its size. In fact, to 
judge by the lurid lobby displays 
and the ballyhoo publicity methods 
employed in most downtown film 
theaters, one gets the impression 
that he is walking along the main 
street of a small mining town on a 
Saturday night. The tactics of a 
circus or of a medicine show are 
ludicrously incongruous in a 20th- 
Century city that prides itself on 
its dignity and its artistic tradi- 
tions. 


Dayton, Columbus, Louisville 
and other neighbor cities boast 
motion picture theaters that com- 
pare favorably with those of New 
York or Los Angeles. Comfort and 
architectural beauty are so com- 
bined that just to enter them and 
relax for an hour or so is worth 
the price of admission. In addition 
to this, the theater programs are 
skillfully built up to assure audi- 
ences a maximum of entertain- 
ment. 


With one or two exceptions, 
Cincinnati first-run motion picture 
theaters are antiquated, ill-venti- 
lated, uncomfortable and generally 
depressing. Feature films are 
shown on our screens from a week 
to a month after they were shown 
in towns half the size of Cincinnati. 
On top of it all, tedious advertising 
matter is introduced more and 
more brazenly and with more and 
more frequency, no attempt being 
made at building up a program in 
line with modern trend. 


What downtown Cincinnati 
needs is a little competition in the 
field of motion picture e@tertain- 
ment. And if conditions are not 
improved the chances are that 
competition will be forthcoming. 


Anyone familiar with theatrical condi- 
tions in Cincinnati is aware that The En- 
quirer spoke the truth. It was a relief to 
know that at last one of the local dailies 
would present the real facts in the case. 
The editorial, then, spelled hope for thou- 
sands of the city’s picture fans. 


Imagine the surprise when peace was 
declared on the morning of the day the 
above editorial appeared. Perhaps it was 
just a coincidence or maybe such outspoken 


comment did swing the theaters and their 
$50,000 worth of advertising into line. At 
any event, The Enquirer started running 
its full quota of RKO ads the very next 
day. They have been running them since. 


The ‘extraordinary part of the entire 
incident is that since the advertising has 
returned to the newspaper the reviews on 
new pictures have again assumed that 
namby-pamby attitude. Everything is ap- 
parently serene along the Cincinnati front, 
and since peace was declared The Enquirer 
has not even intimated that theater com- 
petition is needed in the city. 


It is not our opinion that RKO should 
be censured. Certainly it is not to blame 
if it can wield the big stick and get away 
with it. 

We do not think, however, that The 
Enquirer can be excused. Here is one of - 
the greatest and most influential morning 
papers in the country fitting its editorial 
stand to meet the requirements of an ad- 
vertising contract. It bespeaks a pitiful 
lack of stamina and independence. It does 
not reflect kindly on the press. \ 


Naturally, the incident has instilled an 
element of doubt in the minds of those who 
follow The Enquirer. When reading edi- 
torials in that publication they now wonder 
if they have been prompted by sincerity or 
the fact that the paper may have an ax to 
grind. Readers ask themselves, “Are mo- 
tion picture reviews outspoken only when 
no advertising is ‘nvolved? Does Cincin- 
nati need competition in its theaters solely 
because of advertising? Is it spite work? 
If there had never been an advertising 
squabble, would The Enquirer have taken 
its stand? Will the paper still advocate 
competition ?” 

Answer them for yourself. 


We have no bone to pick in the matter, 
but we do think that the press has a public 
duty to perform that supersedes any 
thought of advertising entanglements. If 
The Enquirer, or any other paper in the 
country, is to function for the public good 
it must stand for what it believes to be 
right, advertising or no advertising. 


This particular case, and it is not pecu- 
liar to Cincinnati alone, answers a good 
many questions concerned with the amuse- 
ment business. Certainly it proves that the 
motion picture business exercises tremen- 
douS power and influence on the press, 
which, in turn, explains why the stage and 
outdoor shows often find the going so hard. 
Newspapers do not worry about panning 
legitimate productions or in taking definite 
editorial stands against circuses and carni- 
vals. But then, those branches of the busi- 
ness do not control any great amount of 
advertising space. 

If the newspapers of the country are 
sincere in their united stand to bring back 
prosperity and get people to work, then, we 
ask, why do they not get behind a move- 
ment for the revival of “flesh” amusements? 
Are they not aware that thousands and 
thousands of people would thus gain em- 
ployment? That these thousands would 
place millions of dollars in circulation and 
that the hotels, stores, transportation com- 
panies and others would benefit directly and 
immediately? Have they ever stopped to 
figure out that a can of film doesn’t spend 
a nickel in town and that, in the majority 
of cases, it lures thousands of dollars out 
of the city? 


It’s high time that the truth be spoken. 
But if publication of the truth is to hinge 
on an advertising contract—that’s different. 
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Defining “Efficiency Expert” 


After reading the article in the spring 
issue of The Billboard by R. F. McLen- 
don, entitled “Efficiency Is Carnival 
Need,” I feel that I would like to say 
something on this subject myself. Mc- 
Lendon’s article was very good reading 
and he certainly hit the nail on the head. 
For their own good, I sincerely hope that 
all outdoor show managers read his ar- 
ticle. When I say show managers, I in- 
clude the circus manager as well as the 
carnival manager. It is true the circus 
of today is far more efficient than the 
carnival of today, but even the modern 
circus offers an opportunity for 
the efficiency expert. For several years, 
1917 to 1922, inclusive, I was associated 
with various carnivals, three gilly outfits 
and three shows owning their own rail- 
road equipment, and not one of these 
shows are on the road today. Why? 
Simply because the word “efficiency” was 
a foreign word to the managers. It just 
wasn’t in their vocabulary. One of the 
shows owning its own railroad equip- 
ment that I have just mentioned, had 
strong financial backing and played some 
good spots, but it didn’t take so very 
long to tell the tale. And what a tale. 
Everybody broke. 


Of course, we all know that no man is 
fool-proof, and a mistake now and then 
seems to be perfectly natural, but when 
an organization hits the rocks so hard 
that the pieces are never put together 
again, there is something radically wrong 
some place. What is it? The oldtimer 
would no doubt say “bad luck.” The 
modern business man would say “lack of 
efficiency.” Which is right? 


McLendon, in his article, defined an 
efficiency expert, but I do not think that 
he was very explicit as to what such an 
expert would attempt to do for a show 
manager. An efficiency expert is a cold- 
blooded business man who knows the 
value of the dollar and what returns it 
should bring on a certain investment. 
Does he invest this dollar before investi- 
gating? No. He has reasoning powers 
the same as any other mortal, but he 
uses his. He doesn’t invest in an article 
just becauce it is advertised as a huge 
success. An efficiency expert’s job is to 
increase the net revenue of a company 
without any increase in the operating 
cost, or to decrease the operating cost 
without decreasing the net revenue. 
Eventually he will do one of the two 
combinations just mentioned. Or there 
is another combination that he may do. 
He may increase the gross receipts and 
at the same time reduce the operating 
cost. The last-mentioned combination 
is quite possible. In other words, it is 
up to the efficiency expert to get the 
maximum per cent of profit from each 
dollar invested to be a success and each 
and every efficiency expert is a success. 


McLendon, in his article, stated that 
the efficiency expert should be the man- 
ager or directing head of every show. I 
do not wholly agree with him, because 
efficiency is an occupation all by itself. 
For the small outfit I think that Mc- 
Lendon is right, but the manager of a 
large show has plenty of worries without 
adding efficiency to them, and that is 
where the efficiency expert comes in. He 
is there with his knowledge and sugges- 
tions. He stops the financial leaks, cuts 
the corners and points the way to finan- 
cial success. Can the manager of a large 
show add this burden to his already 
heavily loaded shoulders and do a good 
job of it? 

Now, to the manager of the large show, 
I ask: “Why not invest in an efficiency 
expert for a few months?” It would be 
a sound investment and pay big returns. 
If you do invest in one give him your 
co-operation, because without your co- 
operation he cannot be a success. No 
doubt some of the suggestions that he 
will offer will knock your hat off, but 
those suggestions will be food for serious 
thought. And don’t get the idea that 
the efficiency expert is trying to get your 
job, because he is not. He is only trying 
to help you to keep the job that you 
already have. 


I am employed by a company that in- 
augurated an efficiency program five 
years ago ¢cnd it has been a success from 
the start. If such a program is a success 
in one field, why not in another? There 
certainly is room for such a program in 
the outdoor amusement field. 


This is the age of efficiency, and to 
survive the show manager will have to 
get in line with efficiency,, Why not in- 
augurate an efficiency program now, Mr. 
Manager, and be a success? 

I am not an efficiency expert to the 
extent that I am employed as such, and 
I do not itntend that this letter be taken 
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as an attempt to sell the efficiency ex- 
pert. I am only trying to put the word 
“efficiency” into the showman’s diction- 
ary. Altho not in the show business 
any more and do not expect to be again, 
I still have it at heart, and to the show 
manager I will say, “Try efficiency. It 
pays.” A. N. KING.

“Spirit of The Billboard”

board dated April 11 regarding high 
licenses in Florida again shows the won- 
derful spirit of The Billboard and the 
wonderful co-operation the showmen’'s 
magazine has given to the show world. 

In regard to taxes, licenses, etc., the 
various State Legislatures have tried to 
put thru, it seems they were trying to 
make times just a little harder each day, 
not only for the show world, but for the 
public as well. With all of the noise of 
hard times and of the millions of people 
out of work, our great and glorious State 
bodies are trying to find more ways and 
means of knocking some others out of 
work, to keep the ones already starving 
to death company in their misery by 
starving others. 

Can one imagine a State passing a law 
taxing billboards three and four cents a 
square foot? Can one imagine the 
thousands of people such a law would 
throw out of work, as the tax inevitably 
would kill every outdoor advertising 
company as sure as the sun rises and 
sets? _ 

The printing houses with investments 
running into millions of dollars, the vari- 
ous advertising associatiédns with mil- 
lions of dollars invested in their plants, 
all would be wiped out with one grand 
sweep of our intelligent lawmaking body, 
backed by some fanatic who strives to 
save the beauty of our country by claim- 
ing a billboard to be a hideous structure 
hiding the nation’s beauty. 

Dfd any of the people who are trying 
to tax the same institutions out of busi- 
ness ever stop to think that when they 
do tax them out of business another 
million people will be on the hands of 
the Government? 

Did they ever take into consideration 
the thousands of workmen in paper mills 
who work and earn a living making a 
product which thousands of other men 
can make a living by? And it is a pecu- 
liar part of this wonderful adventure 
that some of our lawmaking men have 
tried to pass this law in States having 
the largest paper mills in the world, and 
those paper mills sell their product to 
printing houses which employ hundreds of 
men, thousands of them, by selling their 
finished product to the advertiser. 

The business of advertising brings into 
every State in the Union millions of dol- 
lars each year, supporting hundreds of 
thousands of people in the United States, 


and in times which are supposed to be 
hard we find that the public is merely 
secondary in the minds of our lawmak- 
ing bodies when it comes down to brass 
tacks. 

Take the show business, the outdoor 
showfolks, the terrific taxes the smallest 
must pay, and the thousands of dollars 
each circus must pay each year to the 
different cities. The smallest tent shows, 
medicine companies, repertoire shows, 
minstrel shows, circuses, carnivals, each 
pays more license taxes each year than 
any other single unit of business in the 
United States. The Standard Oil Com- 
pany or any other large concern in the 
country, regardless of where located, does 
not have one single dispensing unit of 
its organization which pays $2,000 a 
year license in any one town. 

Nor is there any business in the State 
of Florida (with the exception of the 
outdoor showmen) which pays the pro- 
hibitive taxes the State of Florida asks 
of the outdoor show world. Their argu- 
ment that a show takes all of the money 
out of town is as mythical in actual facts 
as the ancient fable of Jack the Giant 
Killer. 

How many showmen have died with 
the gold of the world at their feet? Few 
have died with more than enough to take 
care of themselves in their old age. Still 
fewer have died with untold millions. 
What becomes of the money the show 
is supposed to take out of town? Where 
does it go? Right back into circulation, 
right back to the farmer, the lumbeing 
camps, mines and every other industry 
in the country. And still they try to kill 
@ business for the sake of some fanatic 
who is striving to make the world a 
better place to starve in.

Leaps and Leapers 
Editor The Billboard: 


Regarding leaps and leapers, I wish to 
say the favorite act, leaps, does not have 
to be revived. The Merrell Troupe has 
used leaps for 10 years, seven years on 
fairs, with a lineup of seven people, four 
men and three ladies, the girls being 
trained to leap when children, doing high 
ball-ups, lay-outs and twisters over, ob- 
jects of all kinds. These girls will chal- 
lenge any girl leapers—if there are any 
or ever were any—and some of the men 
for high !ong-distance leaps from a 
Hawkins bar and a camel-back leaping 
board. 

This leaping act was engaged last April 
for the Henderson (N. C.) Exposition by 
Dave Castello, and was given the closing 
spot on the show, which proved to be 
one of the features of the event. 

I have two leaping bars and a camel- 
back leaping board, 48 years old to my 
knowledge. It has been stored away two 
years out of the 48 years. I was trained 
to leap in 1885 by Dan Castello, and with 
the late Dave Castello, Sr., who was one 
of the best all-round performers Amer- 
ica ever knew. 

The Harris Nickel-Plate Shows carried 
an advertisement offering a challenge of 
$1,000 to any firm or people equaling his 
line of leaps. And it was not only ad- 
vertisement. He meant every word of it. 

No doubt Gardener, O’Brien and Billy 
Batchelor were wonderful leapers in their 
day, but I will have to agree with 
Eugene L. Williams in his article of April 
11, that if there was ever a triple somer- 
sault done from a leaping board before 
the public, I never witnessed it. I have 
never seen anyone that did. Have helped 
practice it with a blanket, but it was 
given up as impossible for a sure trick. 

I doubt very much if any of the old 
leapers spoken of so much could have 
surpassed John Quigley, Dummy Miller 
and Joe Belmont in their day. I was 
in a line of leaps on the opening day of 
the Castello & Oatman Circus, New Al- 
bany, Ind., April 16, 1890, when Joe Bel- 
mont accomplished a double somersault 
over 16 head of unbroken horses for the 
act against the wishes of his doctor, with 
a temperature of 103. This leap is equal 
to 20 head of broken horses, and he 


cleared, Janding on his toes like a bird. 
My witness for this is Capt. Oatman, who 
is manager of the Strand Theater, Louis- 
ville, Ky. 

They say leaps were ieft out on ac- 
count of the danger. This is a mistake. 
Performers were expected to go in Teaps 
as a fill-in and receive nothing for it. 
Soon they learned to get a bad ankle or 
something happened in leaps to them 
because they did not want the extra 
work without pay. Only the principal 
leapers were paid, making a very cheap 
act for the management, altho it was a 
leading feature, thrilling and admired 
by all. 

I would say that if circuses and others 
would pay the leapers for leaping, we 
can have as gocd leapers and as many 
as ever in history. ‘Will also say that if 
there are any of the performers expecting 
to leap this year who wish to brush up 
on it or practice, they are welcome at our 
ring barn, where the camel-back board 
is always ready. I extend this for the 
love of the act I still have. 

This article is not intended for any per- 
sonal motive, as the troupe is now booked 
for fairs, mostly thru The Billboard 
columns.

In regard to circus troupers meeting 
with accidents, L. T. Berliner sends us a 
brief article about “taking chances”, 
which we think of interest to pass along. 
He says: 

* . . 

“Circus men are more or less fatalists, 
but when we newspapermen have to 
chronicle one after another going out 
over the accident route, it sets one to 
thinking. 

> > . 

“Are circus men too careless? Do they 
take chances, just to thrill the audience? 
Poor Charlie Siegrist, than whom there 
never was a better artist in the air, 
made a miscalculation Saturday matinee, 
April 11, at Madison Square Garden in 
New York, and the resultant fall sent 
him to the hospital, suffering from seri- 
ous injuries and possibly never to don 
the spangles again. 

. . . 

“They say his foot hit a bar as he 
was about to flop to the net after his 
final swing, expecting to do his usual 
closing triple which brought forth cheers 
from the onlookers. His landing at the 
edge of the net and bounding over the 
side to the ground caused a spinal in- 
jury. His left ankle also was broken. 

. . . 

“Maximo was in a hospital and now 
Siegrist. Out on the Coast Auroria Ace- 
Vedo also is in a hospital, and in a Chi- 
cago hospital is Neiss. Poor Lillian 
Leitzel, late lamented prima donna of all, 
has taken her final bow. Where will 
this season end?” 

* . . 

We want to make a few comments on 
Mr. Berliner’s subject. Circus performers 
do take chances and want to thrill the 
audience as much as possible, but in the 
case Of Charlie Siegrist (and there are 
others), he did not take any unnecessary 
chances. He was performing with the 
assurance that there was a net beneath 
him, but it so unfortunately happened 
that he fell out of the net and was in- 
jured. Thrilling acts that take “fool- 
hardy chances” are such as the high-wire 
performers who do stunts from 50 to 75 
feet in the air without the protection 
of a net. 


N VIEW of the fact that we are in one 
] of the worst depressions that this 

country has ever seen, it is gratifying 
to note that the circus still retains its 
hold on the public. As an illustration, 
take the Great European Olympia Circus, 
which played a two weeks’ engage- 
ment at the Stadium in Chicago. Despite 
the fact that it isa new show, it 
did business. And what’s more, on 
two days (Saturday and “Sunday, 
April 11 and 12) it is claimed to have 
played to the largest crowds that ever 
attended a circus in this country for 
two consecutive days, 30,000 people hav- 
ing seen the show on each day. This is 
conclusive proof that the circus (all- 
flesh entertainment) has not lost its 
appeal to the public and is a forerunner 
of what white-top aggregations with 
programs of great public appeal might 
expect this season.

The tragic automobile crash that 
snuffed out the life of George C. 
Moyer, formerly supervising gener- 
al agent of the four major circuses 
operated by Mugivan, Powers and 
Ballard, pitilessly ended the most 
superbly courageous comeback the 
show world has ever known. 

When the fatal blow came at 
Beebe, Ark., on Sunday, April 12, 
George was en route to Cleveland 
to resume his directorial activities 
for the Pacific Whaling Company. 
His old-time brilliancy of mind, his 
genius for the spectacular in adver- 
tising and his astuteness in show 
routing were again in full and splen- 
did flower. Shocking it is that the 
last call had to come—immeasur- 
ably more so that it had to sound 
just as this undaunted knight, re- 
turning so happily to the lists, had 
arrived at the very eve of new tri- 
umphs in his beloved work. 

Ten years of sublime fortitude; 
10 years of desperate struggle 
against physical helplessness; 10 
years in which his loving, devoted 
wife, fighting with him and for him 
every inch of he way to renew the 
faith of men in human nobility; 10 
years in which George, resting now 
and then by the steep ascent, 
laughed despair and bitterness to 
the winds; 10 years in which the 
glory of his struggle thrilled the 
children of the white tops and the 
midways—these 10 years were not 
in vain, even tho the cup of victory 
was snatched but a fortnight ago 
from his lips. No, these years were 
not in vain. They resolve now into 
a shining heritage to all of us who 
knew him and loved him—an im- 
mortal heritage, beyond price or 
measure—the heritage of the mira- 
cle of courage, gay, smiling, unwav- 
ering courage. 

In his Chicago office last fall, 
George said: “Il have found that 
the greatest thing in the world is 
friendship.” 

He was thinking of Jerry Mugi- 
van as he spoke those words—Jerry, 
who had so generously provided for 
George’s needs in this life. Yes, he 
was thinking of Jerry ind of all the 
rest. George had plumbed the black 
pit of despair, but he had found life 
and men good. All of us have gained 
by his having lived.

WAYCROSS, Ga., April 25.—The 19th annual convention of 
the Association of Georgia Fairs here, with the Ware Hotel as head- 
quarters, was one of the finest in the organization’s history. The

George W. Popwell, 


manager, and Dr. A. D. Williams, president, are the officers of this 


fair. Popwell was general con- 
vention chairman, and proved 
himself a past master. Prior to 
the convention, the power and 
light committee held a meeting, 
at which W. W. Barr, of the Georgia 
Power Company, Atlanta, was present 
and the matter of better rates for all the 
fairs in Georgia was discussed. It was 
the plan of the power company to cut 
out the installation charge and to offer 
instead a fixed charge of $2 each month 
in the year, and to offer a maximum 
charge of 6 cents per KW hour on 4 
sliding scale down to 4 cents per KW 
hour; that a transformer and connec- 
tion be installed on the edge of the fair- 
grounds and all additional equipment to 
be paid for. No agreement was reached, 
as quite a number of the members of 
the committee were not present, but this 
action on the part of the power company 
will mean a great saving to fairs. In the 
past the rates have been exorbitant, and 
while the new schedule is not entirely 
satisfactory, it will do much towards 
solving the question. 

The convention was officially opened 
by C. B. McCullar, president of the 
association. After an invocation by Rev. 
L. C, LaMotte, pastor of Waycross Pres- 
byterian Church, a short business session 
was held. E. Ross Jordan, secretary- 
treasurer of the association, being un- 
able to be present, McCullar appointed

Moving of Michigan State 
Fair Meets With Opposition 


DETROIT, April 25.—The Michigan 
State Fair will be kept in Detroit if the 
general sentiment of 60 representative 
business men, expressed at a meeting in 
the Detroit Athletic Club with Governor 
Wilber M. Brucker, prevails. 

“There is enough money in this room 
to finance the fair if the State is unable 
to do so,” Fred Wardell, who presided, 
declared. 

The governor’s opening speech had 
economy as its topic. Before the meet- 
ing had:concluded Governor Brucker had 
agreed to appoint a committee of 14, 
composed of business and industrial 
leaders, to consult with leaders in the 
agricultural districts on the advisability 
of widening the fair’s scope to include 
greater attention to industrial life. Ex- 
pense, however, must be kept down, 
he said. 

“I appreciate Detroit has had the fair 
for years,” Governor Brucker said in his 
opening speech, “but the present con- 
dition of the State’s finances makes it 
advisable that there be no great layout 
for the fair this year The State has no 
‘treasure’ upon which it can draw; it is 


in the red, and seriously so. It must 
cut, cut, cut, and it is going to if I have 
to say ‘No’ 50 times a day. 

“I am appalled at the fair’s condition. 
It is wrong for the State to have to pay 
to operate it. I am opposed to draining 
the treasury. It should be self-support- 
ing. It needs something. I think it 
could be made self-sustaining with the 
right group of men behind it. It needs 
a permanent business policy. 

“Let the answer come from you who 
are here. I am not taking sides. Other 
sections are clamoring for the fair— 
Kalamazoo, Grand Rapids and others. 
What is to happen is up to you.” 

Mayor Frank Murphy responded. First 
admitting the need for economy, he said 
it would be a misfortune for Detroit to 
lose the annua] fair and that he is more 
than anxious it should not. 

Fred Chapman, manager of the board 
of State fairs, said that lack of attend- 
ance had put the fair in financial dif- 
ficulties. He said if the attendance 
could be built up and adequate facilities 
provided for industrial exhibits the fair 
would become self-supporting. 


Fire Will Not 


Prevent Fair 


Northern Wisconsin to use 
tents if destroyed buildings 
are not replaced in time 


CHIPPEWA FALLS, Wis., 
April 25.—The loss by fire of nine 
buildings, large and small, suf- 
fered by the Northern Wisconsin 
State Fair April 12, will not pre- 
vent this year’s fair, officers state. 
If it is impossible to rebuild all 
structures in time for the 1931 
event, September 13-18, large 
tents will be used. The heaviest 
loss was the Agriculture and Merchants 
and Manufacturers’ buildings. The other 
structures destroyed were small dining 
halls and display buildings. There was 
a terrific gale blowing, and a grass fire, 
which started outside of the grounds, 
spread to a group of buildings in its 
path. The local fire department, aug- 
mented by the Eau Claire fire depart- 
ment, 10 miles from here, was helpless, 
owing to the fact that the wind was 
blowing so strong that it swept the fire 
right down to the ground, burning over 
1,000 feet of hose and driving the fire- 
men from the hydrants. 

The grand stand, a wood structure 
seating about 9,000 people, was in the 
path of the fire, and the State Artillery 
Troops were called out with Government 
fire-fighting equipment. The Captain 
stationed 125 men all thru the grand 
stand and on top of same, and while 30 
fires were started this unit saved the 
grand stand. If the grand-stand situa- 
tion had not been controlled the blaze 
would have taken the entire stock-barn 
section. 

The loss has been placed at about 
$50,000, partially covered by insurance.

House Ways and Means Committee votes unanimously to 
postpone measures indefinitely after hearing strong 
opposition—fairs represented by J. F. Seldomridge 


HARRISBURG, Pa.. April 25.—At a meeting of the House 
Ways and Means Committee Monday evening, at which 38 of the 
42 members were present, it was unanimously voted to indefinitely 
postpone House Bills Nos. 259 and 445 relating to outdoor adver- 


tising. This action automatically killed the measures. 


provided for the annual licensing 
of persons or corporations en- 
gaging in the business of outdoor 
advertising by means of billboards 
or other structures and the issu- 
ing of permits for the erection, use and 
maintenance thereof, levying an excise 
tax and providing penalties. When first 
introduced they were referred to the 
Committee on Ways and Means of the 
House of Representatives. This com- 
mittee held a hearing March 10, when 
between 400 and 500 people heard argu- 
ments by those in favor of the bills and 
those against same. Strong opposition 
was voiced by representatives of the Out. 
door Advertising Association of Penn- 
sylvania; J. F. Seldbmridge, acting for the 
Pennsylvania State Association of County 
Fairs, of which he is secretary, and others. 
Following this hearing the bills were 
referred to a subcommittee, which after 
voting unanimously against the meas- 
ures referred them back to the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means. 

“If these bills,” said Seldomridge. “had 
become law, they, in a short period of 
time, would have eventually eliminated 
all outdoor advertising in Pennsylvania. 
They would hseve made the cost of such 
advertising four times as great as it is 
now, and fairs, which depend greatly on 
it to increase attendance, could not stand 
this.”

NEW YORK,,. April 25.—Last Sunday, warmest Sabbath of 
the year, reflected the pre-season optimism of beach, park and re- 
sort men as thousands of visitors were chalked up at amusement 


meccas in and around here. 


The trekking influence was most ap- 


parent at shore resorts, where early bathers braved the chill of the 


waters. Concession men, the 
hardy perennials who received a 
jolt or two in the matter of busi- 
ness last season, seemed to re- 


ceive the bulk of trade at Coney 
Island, Long Beach and Atlantic City, 
the trio of celebrated amusement spots 
within short distance of the metropolis. 

Attendance at Coney Island was placed 
by the police at 500,000, most of whom 
swarmed the boardwalk and partook of 
the fare thrown open for the occasion. 

Neither Palm Sunday nor Easter 
emerged with weather inviting enough 
to warrant early influx of amusement 
seekers, but last Sunday surface systems, 
subways, railroads, buses and other 
transportation facilities were taxed to 
the utmost in delivering the holiday 
crowds to their appointed places. 

A record crowd for the season, 75,000, 
visited Long Beach, with several hundred 
bathers dotting the sands. Thousands 
of automobiles lined the boardwalk. 

The Rockaways, Rye Beach and Asbury 
Park also reported a throng of visitors, 
with a preponderance of bathers and 
boardwalk business.

State May Buy

NEW YORK, April 25.—Roton 
Point Park, Neville Bayley’s re-

Angels, it should 
be pointed out, were never masters of 
business as it pertains to park craft 
Opinions by incessant breeders of pessim. 
ism should be withheld against the day 
when records prove the fault or the 
virtue. 

The dominant note by park and resort 
moguls is one of merriment played on 
the scale called free acts and “flesh” at- 
tractions, which is consistent with the 


policy of belief in the p»re personal ele- 
ment, without which tne outdoor field 
must be doomed, because the elimination 
of “in the flesh” violates the code on 
which was based the origin of the field, 
on which was predicated its greatest 
triumph and success, 

Several parks are slated for early open- 
ings. Majority of parks swung open the 
gates on Sundays, with good business 
reported especially last Sunday, beaches, 
boardwalks and park amusements reach- 
ing their pre-season top, an indication of 
good times to come.

OTTO PETROSKI thinks the roller- 
skating business will never be elevated 
unless scientific methods are applied to 
its uplifting. “To elevate it,” he says, 
“there must be made interest power. No 
matter how much advertising you do 
it’s useless when there is no interest in 
the sport. In order to draw more inter- 
est in the sport let us stop being greedy 
and co-operate by exchanging our ideas. 
Let us first start at the most important 
point, that is, satisfying our patrons. 
Rink managers should encourage racing, 
setting apart one night each week after 
skating for workouts and the discussion 
of ideas as to the best methods and 
the whys of skating. The professionals 
can lend a hand by encouraging the 
rookies aNd amateurs by relieving some 
of their greed and giving points. In 
fact, they should tell all that they know. 
Don’t be afraid, some of them may 
know more than you know, and as a 
tribute to your aid they in return may 
think up something which you forgot to 
observe, or tell you something you never 
knew. As long as you don’t tell them 
anything they will never tell you. Don’t 
fear that they may defeat you some day. 
Loosen up. Remember, you have a lot 
more experience than they, and in their 
efforts to defeat their tutor they are 
more apt to lose their heads, which ex- 
perience may have taught you never to 
do. Remember also, no one ever suc- 
ceeded who feared the thing he tackled. 
You should be the master, not the slave. 
A good way to start would be to write 
articles of interest, showing how greater 
efficiency can be reached, in the columns 
of The Billboard. This would help 
bring all closer together and thus not 
only develop the sport in your own com- 
munity but others, thus raising its in- 
terest power to higher standard thruout 
the country.” 


DETAILS of the death of Hector De- 
Sylvia have just been received from Rose 
Irene Kress, of the Rose Kress Four and 
vhe Rose Kress Trio. Writing from Chi- 
cago under date of April 20, she says: 
“IT read an item in The Billboard that 
friends of Hector DeSylvia were shocked 
to learn of his sudden death in Australia 
three years ago. I want to correct this 
date. Mr. DeSylvia was my partner in 
vaudeville for three seasons, after which 
he studied radio and secured a good 
traveling position for a portable radio 
concern. He was in Los Angeles, Calif.,

I was playing Orpheum Time with 
my four-act and was in Oakland, Calif., 
when I received a wire of inquiry as to 
whether Mr. DeSylvia had relatives in 
America or not. I replied that he did 
not, and afterwards learned he was 
buried in Los Angeles. I toured France, 
Italy and Germany from February 22, 
1930, to June 30 with my trio. Enjoyed 
great success, holding headline position 
everywhere and making more money 
than in my entire career. Charles Libe- 
cap, known as Charles Dexter, was sud- 
denly stricken with lung trouble in Ber- 
lin. I had to cancel many contracts and 
bring him home to America. He is still 
at NVA Sanatorium in Saranac Lake, 
N. Y, His health has improved greatly 
since entering last July, and I had hoped 
he would be out soon. I do not know 
when he will be released, but he will 
never be able to return to professional 
skating. I spent the winter in the South 
—Tulsa and Oklahoma  City—with 
friends. In latter city was with Mack 
and LaRue, professional skaters, who 
were with The Spider Company for two 
Seasons. They own and operate a nice 
roller rink there. I am training people 
now preparatory to taking my act out 
again in the fall. I live near White City 
Roller Rink here and want to say that it 
is one of the sights of Chicago to-see the 
special waltz numbers there—from 100 
to 150 couples waltzing at one time. I 
cannot recall Chicago every having the 
roller-skating craze as it has now. There 
are Madison Gardens, White City, Play- 
dium and Hollywood Barnes rinks. The 
first three named are large. I believe all 
are doing good business.”

faith. It has been noted in the past, 
however, that sometimes the finals were 
not symbolic of the “advances.”

There. have been numerous instances 
wherein motion picture concerns did 
portions of their films on carnival mid- 
ways—show fronts, riding devices, etc., 
as the “settings’—with movie stars in 
the limelight. In some of these the re- 
mainder of the “sets” (manufactured) 
in studios and the stories enacted were 
commendable as to carnival atmosphere 
and entertainment. But there was no 
enlightenment to movie-house patrons 
as to actual carnivals being in any man- 
ner connected with the filming—careful 
attention to show titles on wagons being 
eliminated, etc. On the other hand, there 
have been parts of films “shot” on car- 
nival midways that were o. k. in them- 
selves, but the remainder of the filming, 
with constructed “settings” and the as- 
sembled plot, in the finished product, 
were doubtless incorporated to serve as 
disgusting opposition—business “knocks” 
against collective outdoor amusements; 
hence, the midway companies had un- 
consciously, unwittingly done parts in the 
productions.

During late years, radio broadcasting 
from carnival midways has been grow- 
jngly in vogue. Last year found a great 
increase in this. Nearly all of it has 
been “all wool and a full yard wide,” but 
the reverse has also sometimes pre- 
vailed. '

Two years ago, on the State fair- 
grounds at Raleigh, N. C., several radio 
announcers, with portable “mikes,” pro- 
vided excellent entertainment for their 
listeners-in—instrumental and vocal mu- 
sic of ballyhoos, laughter; merriment, 
wherever obtainable, and with praisy and 
witty comment by the radio talkers. For 
instance, at the Merry-Go-Round: “Folks, 
hear that fine band organ?” “The kid- 
dies, also many olders, are enjoying this 
immensely.” “You should be here and 
see the happy faces everywhere!” At 
another fair, last year, ’twas the opposite, 
it appearing, accordfng to reports, that 
the broadcasting had been “bought” by 
interests in business opposition to car- 
nivals and doing all possible to injure 
them, The announcer, reports stated, in 
this instance fought shy of any and all 
gayety in his “broadcasting,” and when 
he thought no one was overhearing him, 
put over many “knocks.” He even 
“caught” a fight between two drunken 
citizens.

“Forewarning is forearming,” philoso- 
phizes the old saying. Therefore, it be- 
hooves carnival managements to exact 
all details of movie “shooters” before al- 
lowing them to operate cameras on their 
midways; also, should they find that 
confidence has been misplaced, imme- 
diately stop all such operations. Like- 
wise with radio broadcasting. Detailed 
members of show companies should keep 
constant tab on the “mike” announcing. 
Might also carry wire-cutting plyers in 
their hip pockets.

Europe, and will be here until) 
the closing of the Hamburg Fair Decem- 
ber 12. Dromes are new over here and 
they are doing a nice business. The 
riding devices operate very cheaply. 
Most of them work for 10 pfennins, 
which is about 2% cents. The highest 
priced one is 20 pfennins, or a nickél. 
There are 34 riding devices and 18 shows 
here. The locations are always on the 
market squares in the center of the 
cities, and the stay at most spots is two 
weeks. We open at 3 pm. every day 
and close at 10 p.m. on weekdays and 
at 11 p.m. on Saturdays and Sundays, 
which are always the biggest days. The 
police see that we observe the closing 
hours. Labor is very cheap. For 80 
marks a week one can hire the best ride 
foreman or show manager in the 
country. This is $20 a week. We do not 
worry about crowds. The midways are 
packed every day, but, of course, that 
doesn’t mean everybody is getting money, 
as hard times are here, too. Always look 
forward to the arrival of The Billboard.”

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., April 24.—For 
the first time in about five years the 
Police Board granted a permit for the 
Staging of a carnival. The United War 
Veterans of this city received a permit 
last week for the week of May 25 at the 
old circus grounds with the understand- 
ing that they must hire sufficient spe- 
Cial police to insure order. 


According to press mention issued 
at a California city recently, an 
“undercover” man _ circulated not 
only report that a “big show” was 
coming to town, but also “exploited” 
features therewith and passed out 
“complimentary passes,” and other- 
wise was a very enthusiastic and 
jovial “advance show agent.” 

Also came into contact with sus- 
pected handlers of forbidden bever- 
ages, leading them to believe that 
“plenty” would be needed at the 
“showgrounds.” Told ’em he’d call 
‘em up an tell ’em when to deliver. 

The press mention also stated 
that a day or two before the “show” 
was to open, he started telephon- 
ing; nine miade deliveries of five, 
10 or more gallons, and were taken 
into custody by deputies from the 
sheriff's office, and five automobiles 
also were seized. 


Upholds Commission’s 
Award in Death Case 


MADISON, Wis., April 25—In a de- 
cision handed down recently by Judge 
A. C. Hoppmann, an employee of a trav- 
eling amusement company is in line of 
duty when sleeping under the wagon of 
which he is in charge on the show lot 
waiting for it to be spotted, even tho a 
tent is furnished for his use by the com- 
pany. 

The decision was rendered in the case 
of the C. A. Wortham Shows and the 
Thdiana Liberty Mutual Company against 
the Wisconsin Industrial Commission, 
upholding an award of the commision 
for the death of George Maurice in Mil- 
waukee June 1, 1930. Maurice was fore- 
man of the Merry Mixup ride, a depart- 
ment of the shows in charge of the set- 
ting up and taking down of the equip- 
ment. The show arrived in Milwaukee 
about midnight from Davenport, Ia. 
Maurice, awaiting the tractor owned by 
the show to spot his wagon, laid down 
under the wagon to sleep. The operator 
of the tractor failed to see him, and 
when the wagon was moved it crushed 
him to death. 

Judge Hoppmann agreed with the com. 
mission that Maurice was at the time 
awaiting his work, and, therefore, in the 
regular line of his employment. The 
compensation award was therefore af- 
firmed. The fact that the show has its 
headquarters in one State and Maurice’s 
contract for hire was made in another 
State also did not interfere with the 
jurisdiction of the commission in mak- 
ing the award, according to the decision.

Both shows have run ads in the 
Bloomington newspapers this week, to 
the effect that they would show there 
next week, giving the names of the 
shows, the same dates and the respective 

locations. 

J. C. McCaffery, general manager; Burr 
W. Gordon, special agents, and Vernon 
L. McReavy, press agents, had been in 
Bloomington since Tuesday, arranging 
for the showing of the Rubin & Cherry 
Shows, while L. S. Hogan, general agent; 
Robert A. Clay, special agent, and Kent 
Hosmer, special agent and at present 
handling the press, were in Bloom- 
ington also since Tuesday, handling the 
advance work for the Beckmann & Gerety 
World’s Best Shows. 

Until yesterday both shows were de- 
termined to “day and date” at Bloom- 
ington, the management of each claim- 
ing rights. Under the agreement, the 
Beckmann & Gerety World’s Best Shows 
will play Alton, TIll., as_ originally 
scheduled, and the Rubin & Cherry 
Shows will exhibit*at Bloomington. The 
Beckmann & Gerety management will 
now pass up Bloomington entirely, and 


not play there week of May 4, as was 
scheduled. 

Both of the show have had business 
slumps this week at their respective 
stands on account of inclement weather. 
Undoubtedly both managements could 
have weathered another losing stand 
each while showing their “teeth” to each 
other in opposition in city too small for 
both organizations at the same time, but 
the individual ride, show and concession 
owners would be the greatest losers. 
Hence the officials of the two companies 
are to be congratulated on their more 
logical deduction and decision.

terests sent most of their money out ‘of 
the city, and none of their actors, who 
arrived in cans, ever spent a dime in 

the town. 

“The committee, needing money for a 
favorite charity, contracted the Johnny 
J. Jones Exposition Shows and offered 
a contract to play the city three consec- 
utive years and assured of their being 
first in each year. J. L. Murray, man- 
aging director of the show, wired Gen- 
eral Agent L, Clifton Kelley to visit the 
city, and a contract along these lines 
was entered into. Thus ends another 
effort to throw obstacles in the way of 
outdoor amusements. The Jones organi- 
zation was offered the Gary (Ind.) Silver 
Jubilee for the same week they play the 
city referred to, but General Manager 
Murray thought better of the town that 
had been closed for about 12 years. 
General Agent Kelley claims no credit 
for opening this town, but states it 
shows the growing sentiment among the 
public to meet their entertainers in the 
flesh and the gradual awakening of local 
merchants to the fact that there are 
worse financial drains on their communi- 
ties than outdoor shows, whose em- 
ployees eat, sleep and spend their money 
in the towns where they exhibit. 

To some friendly supporters of the 
opposition in the city referred to General 
Agent Kelley quoted the following: “That 
whenever thé public in general did not 
want traveling outdoor amusements the 
outdoor shows would disappear for want 
of patronage—same as blacksmith shops, 
bicycle shops, livery stables, etc., had 
disappeared—without the city prohibit- 
ing them or putting a high license on 
them. That prohibiting, or putting a 
high license on outdoor shows, made it 
possible for the local shows to charge 
25 to 60 cents admission for shows they 
would give at 10 and 15 cents if they 
had enough competition. That a large 
outdoor show coming by rail helps keep 
railroad employees working and helps 
pay dividends to holders of railroad 
stocks. They manufacture their enter- 
tainment right in your city and pay 
their employees once a week, the same as 
any other factory. Employees eat and 
sleep in your city, which means money 
turned loose in your city, If they take 
any money out of your city, they also 
attract throngs of people from other 
towns who spend money with your mer- 
chants. They spend money with your 
hotels, restaurants, filling stations, bar- 
bers, laundries, cleaners and pressers, 
newsdealers, newspapers, hay and feed 
dealers, garages, grocers, meat markets, 
electric light company, billposters, taxi- 
cabs, street cars, bus lines, etc. That 
outdoor show people buy new clothing 
and other items as people in any other 
walk of life and buy them wherever 
they happen to be when they need them, 
or whenever they have enough money to 
do so. Whereas, if outdoor shows are 
not permitted in the city, instead of 
drawing people and money in, they draw 
citizens and cash from your city to 
whatever town they show within auto- 
mobile distance.” 

General Agent Kelley also offered an 
objector one-half of the week’s profits 
of the show if he would pay one-half 
its losses, if any.

For many years after Buffalo 
Bill’s death Baker operated an ex- 
hibition tepee for sightseers and 
tourists within a stone’s throw of 
Col Cody’s grave on the top of a 
mountain a few miles from Denver. 

Johnny Baker excelled as a rifle 
shot. At the age of 10 he was an 
expert with the rifle. Cody picked 
him up at North Platte, Neb., put 
him into the Wild West Show and 
billed him as “the boy wonder.” He 
was 62 years old. Funeral and in- 
terment at Denver.

The Great Huber 


Reviewed at the Crotona, Bronz. Style 
—Magical novelty. Setting—Full stage 
(special), Time—Twenty-one minutes. 


An above average magical act entailing 
only one big illusion. This is a three- 
second trunk switch and escape, with 
kuber changing places with a girl in- 
cased in a bag and placed in a bound 
trunk. One of the fastest illusion bits 
of its type this reviewer has ever seen. 

The Great Huber is assisted by four 
girls, all blondes and lookers, who are 
on in neat gam-displaying costumes. 
He opens with stereotyped handkerchief 
stunts and after merging a number of 
them into one he draws bowls of flame 
from underneath. He switches the flame 
te flowers in the followup. 

His best small stunts are making cards 
jump out of a glass tumbler placed on 
a stand—and the ringing of a glass bell 
while he is standing away from it. Dur- 
ing the latter trick he brings the bell 


into the audience, taking it off the 
stand, to counteract any suspicion of 
strings. The bell is used mainly to guess 
the colors and numbers of cards passed 
into the audience, with the prop. tap- 
ping out the total and one and two taps 
for “yes” and “no.” 

Huber brings a boy and girl out of the 
audience for a watch gag. This entails 
the replacing o8 the watch with a hand- 
kerchief in the paper cone held by the 
girl.

Martha Ray is new to vaude as a 
warbling single and her work is average. 
She has a big voice of a blues caliber, 
yet it is not consistent in control or 
quality. It is the kind of pipes that 
would register with one or two numbers, 
but not for 10 minutes of consistent 
singing. Miss Ray is further handi- 
capped by the fact that she lacks suf- 
ficient personality to punch her num- 
bers across and that her songs are 
lengthily arranged. A male pianist pro- 
vides accompaniment. 

Three songs comprise her entire rou- 
tine. They are Smile, Darn You, Smiic; 
You Didn't Have To Tell Me and Love Is 
Like That. She was in the deuce spot 
here and fared mildly.

Neil Golden 
—and— 
Herbert's Diamond Entertainers 

Reviewed at Loew’s National. Style— 
Orchestra. Setting—Full stage (special). 
Time—Twenty-three minutes. 

This is one of the commercial acts 
that Loew has been booking lately. If 
this act is representative of the acts that 
will play Loew under the new plan, Loew 
is on the right track. It is an excellent 
band act, even were it without radio 
popularity as a buildup. There is no 
ebvious or offensive commercial plug- 
ging. Billing and one‘reference to their 
appearing on the air were the only labels 
of a commercial tieup. 

Neil Golden leads and croons several 
numbers into a mike. He has fine ap- 
pearance, an ingratiating and quiet per- 
sonality and a pleasant voice. The 12- 
man orchestra is not brassy or loud. 
Music is subdued and affords the correct 
background for Golden’s crooning. Com- 
edy music specialties are missing, allow- 
ing uninterrupted straight music. Henry 
Lamont steps out of the orchestra for 
two fair dances, the only ones in the 
act. 

Last few minutes of the act are taken 
up by request numbers. Act ran 23 min- 
utes. Trimmed down and with some 
scenic changes to give the band a 
brighter background, it should be okeh 
for more dates. 

Closed the show and went over big.

Roscoe Ails 
and 
Thelma White 
Reviewed at the 86th Street. Style— 


Comedy and dancing. Setting—In one. 
Time—Nineteen minutes. 

A comedy and dancing act that can 
always be depended upon to click and 
put over by such excellent performers 
as Roscoe Ails and Thelma White. Lat- 
ter, however, can base a squawk on the 
fact that she is played down. 

Two sets of stage cards are used, one 
of them featuring Ails solely when he 
comes out alone for the first couple of 
minutes. Second set is split one and 
one between them when Thelma comes 
on to play a dumb Dora,in. curtailed 
fashion. From then on it Is mainly 
dancing, and very good dancing at that. 

In Ails’ first few minutes on the stare 


he hokes with the pitmen and spills 
some neat gags about his picture career 
on the Coast. He exhibits a floral piece 
given him by Warner with the inscrip- 
tion, “Scram, Bum,” on it. 

Thelma, on first in a girlish costume, 
strips to tights for a hot duo dance, 
following this with a solo. Ails does an 
eccentric dance, announced as the one 
he did in New Moon—and then both go 
into more duo stepping of the Charleston 
and black-bottom type. 

Miss White's legs are always a treat. 
Ails doesn’t show his, but he certainly 
can dance. Next-to-closed on this four- 
act bill and got enough applause to do 
a set encore that rings in a girl audience 
plant. This is a kiss gag and a laugh.

Music, singing and dancing. Setting—In 
one, two and full stage (special). Time 
—Thirteen minutes 


A mediocre flash, comprising four boys 
and a girl in a music, singing and 
dancing session. Lots of similar acts 
around and not enough dates on hand 
to keep them moving. It is a dull turn, 
lacking in suitable entertainment and 
production. They evidently tried hard 
at the latter, however, considering the 
flock of scenery and the attempt at 
speedy routining. It does not help 
enough because the quintet are but mild 
entertainers. 

Girl in the act does the skippering 
and is off and on with bow scraping, 
dancing and singing. She impresses 
only with her violin playing. Boys do 
the same work. They perform mostly as 
an ensemble, but occasionally are spotted 
in hoofing and warbling solos. Trouble 
lies in too much quantity and lack of 
quality.

Reviewed at the Jefferson. Style— 
Fiash. Setting—Full stage (specicl). 


Time—Eighteer. minutes. 


Tho this interesting flash carries the 

Russian Jabél, it does not consistently 
arry out the Russian idea. However, 
this is not much of a handicap and the 
act manages to hold attention by a 
liberal use of specialties. 

The 11 Moscovettes, string band com- 
posed of two girls and nine men, Is on 
the stage thruout. They play excellent 
Russian and popular numbers, tho their 
music is often lost in the rapid succes- 
sion of specialties. Two girls step out 
for violin duets and several of the men 
are spotted for short Russian stepping 
solos. One girl comes on for two tap- 
ping numbers which she does expertly 
and with an overflow of personality. 

Highlight of the act is the number in 
which a girl is seen thru a center inset 
as a golden statue. She steps off the 
pedestal for an acrobatic dance that 
would be much more effective if more 
attention were paid to the lighting. Tho 
this particular number has nothing to 
do with Russian reveling, it is a sock 
specialty and perked up the act con- 
siderably. 

Backdrop and musicians’ costumes 
are authentically Russian and interest- 
ing in themselves. As a whole, the act 
leaves a good impression despite the 
obvious inconsistencies.

Reviewed at the Franklin. Style—Com- 
edy, singing and musical. Setting—In 
cne. Time—Thirteen minutes. 


Tommy Van, who was paired with 
Sarah Vernon for some time, has en- 
larged his hoke activities to a three-peo- 
ple affair, but the act is of les&-than- 
average appeal. Laughs are more de- 
pendent on pieces of business and Van's 
getup than material. Latter is weak and 
often misses fire, while the side-line 
clowning causes the act to slow up and 
drag. Van's assists, a mixed team, share 
a sole apiece, warbling and bow scrap- 
ing. 

Chatter sessions are made up of most- 
ly nut stuff, with Van fed by both the 


girl and boy. Latter does most of it, 
yet the girl works well and besides is 
an eye treat. Van does not show up 
any too well, with the poor material 
quite a handicap. The mixéd team work 
nicely. The boy straights well and has 
a sweet voice as shown in his warble 
of Please Don't Talk About Me. Blonde 
solos with bow scraping and it is good. 

Got a fair hand in the trey spot here.

One 
fault in the act was the encore, and that 
because of the weak ball-neck-catch 
stunt he used. 

Kavanagh uses rubber balls and clubs 
and is a master with them. A few of 
his gags are old, but this can be easily 
rectified.

Members of the 
sustaining orchestra which the broad- 
casting company provides to fill in be- 
tween advertising programs will receive 
$120 a week.

Prohibits reduction in 
pay of any orchestra if full number of 
hours is not played. Also that the five 
playing hours may be extended over any 
period of eight hours in the day, that 
an orchestra member's day off is to be 
determined by studio manager, and that 
at no time shall a sustaining or com- 
mercial orchestra be used to dispense 
with services of orchestras regularly em- 
ployed on local stations in Chicago juris- 
diction.

supplied for want of more definite knowl- 
dge. 

NVA elections, according to the con- 
stitution that has not yet been scrapped 
officially, must be held annually. There 
was no election last summer, and it was 
assumed around the club at that time 
that the same slate is being held over. 
When interviewed by The Billboard last 
season, Solly Ward, designated as the 
second-vice president, denied that he had 
been called upon at any time to act in 
that capacity. Other officers of the 
NVA are Arthur Ashley, third vice-presi- 
dent, and Charles O’Donnell, fourth vice- 
president. Pat Casey is officially the 
club’s treasurer. 

Around the club it is stated that a 
petition will be presented shortly to 
Chesterfield asking for a lucid explana- 
tion of how matters stand in regard 
to actors running the organization. The 
group reported circulating this petition 
is said to be separate and apart from 
the actors who are awaiting Casey’s re- 
turn to ask him what happened to the 
pledges made two years ago about the 
NVA now being strictly an actors’ organi- 
zation, and the various powers that were 
inferred to go with them. 

NVA Fund drive held Easter Week was 
conducted in its entirety by the mana- 
geria] faction. When Cantor gave up the 
ship he stated that it is impossible for 
actors to run the club. What the actors 
want cleared up now is whether the 
NVA is still their organization or a proj- 
ect handled solely by the managers for 
their (the actors) benefit. If the latter 
they want this made plain so that the 
club shall no longer sail under false 
colors. There are still performers who 
pay dues to the NVA on the assumption 
that they are contributing this to an 
actors’ organization. 

If the NVA is still an actors’ organiza- 
tion with social purposes and not a busi- 
ness proposition then performers who 
still frequent the club have a legitimate 
squawk, they believe, about the manner 
in which it is being managed. Their 
claim is that “everything is done for 
profit and not for comfort.” They also 
allege that they are no longer being ex- 
tended the courtesies they are rightly 
entitled to. To every appearance the 
club is now being operated like an aver- 
age hotel, overrun by laymen and carry- 
ing in its atmosphere nothing to suggest 
that it exists for the highfalutin purpose 
alleged by managers when they an- 
nounced a new era following the late E. 
F, Albee’s unceremonious leavetaking. 

There is every reason to believe that 
Casey is mapping out ways and means of

solving the problems attendant upon the 
NVA’s social sides. Performers unpreju- 
diced about the matter have an idea 
that there will be something interesting 
to announce regarding the clubhouse 
within several weeks; after Casey has kad 
a chance to look around.

tional convention. Accordingly, the dele- 
gates favoring Columbus naa to content 
themselves with the adoption of a reso- 
lution requesting the board to name 
that city as the place for the next con- 
vention. 

Features of the opening session, April 
21, were an address of welcome to the 
delegates by Frank (Happy) Golden, a 
native Cincinnatian; the report of Fi- 
nancial Secretary Reed, covering the 
period from the time of the formation 
of a tentative organization last July to 
January 1, this year; an address review- 
ing existing conditions in the field of 
minstrelsy by Bob Emmet, minstrelsy 
editor of The Billboard, and a paper by 
Secretary Reed setting forth the aims 
and objects of the National Minstrel 
Players and Fans’ Association. 


Following the adoption of the financial 
report, which showed the organization 
to be in a flourishing condition as to 
growth of membership, solvent and with 
roseate prospects for the coming year, 
Reed discussed his paper on Aims and 
Obnects, the essential theme of which 
was an argument and plea for the per- 
petuation of the minstrel stage as the 
one and only branch of the English 
speaking theater which had its origin in 
the United States. 

Looking into the future he held out 
promise of substantial benefits to be de- 
rived from membership in this associa- 
tion. With a sufficiently large member- 
ship and an adequate treasury, he said, 
the association proposes to not only pro- 
vide for the relief of immediate distress 
among the members and their families, 
but to establish a national home for 
sick, aged and physically disabled min-- 
strels and, perhaps, a home for the 
widows and orphans of minstrels whose 
wives and children are unable to provide 
for themselves. 

Among the plans for the near future 
he mentioned a monthly publication, to 
carry a record of the progress of the as- 
sociation and a diversity of information 
of value to its members. 

Brief speeches were made at the final 
session of the convention by Harley New- 
land, formerly featured vocalist of the 
minstrel stage; Walter J. Redhill, one of 
the owners of the new Al G. Field Min- 
strels; Matt Reid, of Gallipolis, O.; Jim 
Bonelli, Happy Golden, Hi-Brown Bobby 
Burns and other well-known minstrel 
men, Manager Redhill declared himself 
enthusiastically for the new association 
and promised that his company will be 
enrolled 100 per cent. 

Responding to an. official] communica- 
tion transmitted to the convention by 
the George Washington Bicentennial 
Commission, the convention went on 
record as indorsing the program for a 
nation-wide observance of the 200th an- 
niversary of the birth of George Wash- 
ington, which is to be held in 1932. 


Many resolutions of a complimentary 
nature were adopted in the closing hour, 
including expressions of appreciation to 
The Billboard, The Cincinnati Enquirer, 
The Cincinnati Times-Star, The Cincin- 
nati Post, the Cincinnati Chamber of 
Commerce and its convention secretary, 
Amy Pace; John L. Horgan, managing 
director of the Sinton-St. Nicholas Hotel, 
headquarters of the 1931 convention; M.

the street parade, in which 21 tableau 
and cage trucks are used. Four bands 
are interspersed thruout the route. There 
are 12 mounts, 16 ponies, 2 elephants, 5 
camels and the traditional calliope. 
Pageant is a 1eal flash and the manage- 
ment plans to make it one of the major 
issues of the season's exploitation cam- 
paign. 

Menagerie is twice its former size, 20 
cages of wild animals being presented. 
There are four six-wheel trailer trucks, 
each having three cross cages. These 
were built in Ashtabula to the specifica- 
tions of Manager Heron and have been 
the source of much comment among 
showfolk. In menagerie are two ele- 
phants, a new baby bull having been 
purchased recently from the Dorsey 
show. Five camels also feature menagerie 
in addition to ponies and other small 
stock. 

Side-show attractions include Jean 
McLeod, Scotch bagpiper; Frances Still- 
man, snakes; Ramer, accordionist; Del 
Reno, fire eater; Harris Lynn and his 
Negro Minstrels, eight people, including 
two girl entertainers, and Clara Sampson. 
Top is 60, with two 30s, and there are 
10 platforms. Doc Leon makes openings 
and is on tickets, assisted by S. Slitz. 
Peggy From Paris is the pit show attrac- 
tion. 

Bennie Fowler has an excellent band, 
including J. Arbuckle and Emil Swatosh, 
solo cornets; John Haines, first cornet; 
Gordon Newham and Thomas Dean, 
clarinets; Seldon Graves, Lew Murphy 
and Ed Menke, trombones; Fred Hanson, 
baritone; Ted Brown, sousaphone; John 
Mueller, snare drum; Albert Yoder, bass 
drum. 

Fowler will be the mail man again 
this season and will handle The Billboard 
on the show. 

Swede Johnson is producing clown, and 
in clown alley are Charlie Robinson, 
Happy Marquet, Mac Duncan and Perl 
Harris, the last named doing the come- 
in again. Bobby White offers a high 
trapeze free act. 

In Swede Johason’s Wild West are J. 
W. Jackson, Tex Joe Clark and wife and 
Bobby White, trick roping. There are 
four head of stock. Concert is given over 
to the Wild West and a featured 
wrestling bout. Jimmy Ray is the show's 
wrestler, 

There were many visitors during the 
day, including the city officials of Ash- 
tabula, Jefferson and Geneva, as well as 
county executives. Walter L. Main, was 
much in evidence and was given an 
honor place in the parade. John Creamer, 
who gave the show much assistance here, 
was a guest of Manager Heron. He and 
Walter McKay are Ashtabula circus fans. 
Chester H. Taylor, Columbus insurance 
man, here cn business in connection with 
the show. Mrs. James Shiff, formerly a 
rider with 101 Ranch, also was a visitor. 


The Program 

Leading the tournament was Joe Clark 
on a prancing steed holding aloft a large 
American flag, and followed by all per- 
formers of the big show, much new ward- 
robe being in evidence. Pageant was 
augmented by those from the side show, 
and the elephants, Wild West and camels 
bringing up the rear. 

No sooner had the pageant passed in 
review than rttention was diverted to 
the two rings. In one Wallace put 
trained ponies with riding dogs thru 
their paces, while Doc Young presented 
a similar number in the other ring. Fol- 
lowing the opening number, double and 
single traps were offered, being one of 
the most effective in the program. The 
Whitlers, Aerial Shelleys and Bobby 
White held down the spot. The double 
trapeze number cioses strong with a 
sensational whirl by the feminine mem- 
bers of the troupe. Four ponies are pre- 
sented by Wallace in an entertaining 
arill, and as this turn climaxes the 
clowns make their initial appearance. 
Some of the numbers are new and amus- 
ing, while in most part old tricks are 
resorted to by the joeys. They appear at 
six intervals during the program, the 
most amusing number being the clown- 
band stunt, which still gets a big laugh. 
Mary Whitler and Emily Shelley offer 
next their swinging perch novelty, which 
clicked well. Echo, drawing -special an- 


nouncement by Doc Young, makes his 
initial bow at this time, offering his 
head balancing, while Mary Whitler per- 
forms on the Roman rings. The next 
spot is given over to the Great Del 
Beanie, who holds attention with his 
contortion turn, while Arthur Whitler 
offers a similar novelty in Ring No, 2, 
On the swinging ladders Pearl Harries 
and Jeanette Wallace do the usual stand- 
ard turn. Next is the iron-jaw number 
done by Mary Whitler and Mme. Perez, 
which act is somewhat different from 
usual routine. For fully 15 minutes 
“Cupid,” for many seasons the Main 
show's outstanding trained pony, enter- 
tains with much the same routine as 
in past seasons. Doc Young replaced 
William Newton in handling the pony 
this season. “Nemo,” the smell elephant, 
follows, doing a pleasing routine of 
tricks and worked by Jeannette Wallace. 
Second special announcement concerns 
Arthur Whitler, who does daring wire 
walking, holding the spot himself for 
fully 10 minutes. His act is easily one 
of the outstanding features. Few on 
the bill are more versatile than Whitler, 
who appears five times during the pro- 
gram, each time in a different turn. A 
short frolic by the trained dogs follows, 
in two rings, presented by Jeannette and 
Bert Wallace. First concert announce- 
ment, with Doc Young doing the talk- 
ing and introducing Swede Johnson and 
his congress of riders. An old-time cir- 
cus turn is revived in the next number 
by the Great Del Beanie, who brings 
back to the big top his staircase and 
wagon-wheel novelty, which for many 
years he has offered in vaude and in 
South American and Australian circuses, 
It goes over big. In the opposite ring 
Echo demonstrates his ability at tub 
juggling with his feet, also an entertain- 
ing novelty. Jeannette and Bert Wallace 
present a short menage act, which could 
stand .strengthening, for the way the 
number now stands it is only a fair ef- 
fort. The Echo Troupe, two people, 
make their farewell appearance in their 
carrying perch number, the woman doing 
the heavy ground work, while in the 
other ring the Great Del Beanie brings 
back another old-time circus novelty, 
the unsupported ladder, working atop a 
table. The next-to-tlosing number also 
is outstanding, the Perez Trio, three peo- 
ple in some excellent gymnastic and 
tumbling feats. Best is a back flip to 
the ground, which brought heavy ap- 
plause. Jeannette Wallace presents the 
elephants, and for the finale Doc Young 
invites the audience to ride the big bull 
around the arena, the show closing when 
he dumps the adults into a heap, much 
to the merriment of the crowd.
